The fault really lies with our inheritance: Handed down from 
Colonial days has come the popular misconception that gardens 
are just something to look at, that fences and hedges for privacy 
are too unfriendly for Americans, that weather control needed 
for lived-in gardens is impossible, except perhaps for California. 
So fixing up the yard is generally considered merely a social 
necessity unrelated to better living for the family. 

In the last 30 years our backyard problems have become 
worse. Because of high property values, lots are smaller than 
they used to be. The garage and driveway have used up precious 
ground. Rising building costs have reduced the size of new 
houses, shrinking storage space for garden tools and equipment, 
thereby forcing an assortment of odds and ends to be stored 
outside the house. And gardeners and yardmen have become a 
rare, expensive item. 

Rut a powerful force has been working to improve our outdoor 
living. Each year an increasing number of Americans have 
become sun-worshippers, wanting to live outdoors as much as 
possible. This urge has produced a need for terraces, screened 
porches, garden furniture, barbecues, and the privacy to make 
the out-of-doors a truly livable place. It is this strong urge that is 
now revolutionizing the backyards of the country and transform- 
ing them into useful, as well as beautiful, outdoor living rooms. 

The hard-minded male members of the family should know 
that while the basic reason for improving the backyard is to pro- 
vide better living, there is also a financial advantage in doing 
so. When grounds around the house have been improved, real 
estate values have increased from 20 to 100 per cent.

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There's never any winter 


in a well-desioned backyard 


Wouldn't you like to banish the drabness of winter? Wouldn't you like 
your vistas from indoors to be as satisfying to the eye in January as they 
are in June? [t can be done. You can have a garden that never has a dead, 
brown, winter season—if you design it right. Garden beauty can be quite 
independent of green leaves and flowers. Such permanent beauty is 
achieved by architecture, rather than by 


horticulture. Architectural garden designing 





produces lasting effects (which are more con- 
trollable, easier to maintain) by the use of 
building materials—paving, walls, fences, 
trellises, steps, masonry borders. These ma- 


terials give a pleasing and permanent struc- 





ture—a skeleton which is clothed in growing 
seasons with color and flowers, but which also has design beauty in its 


- own right. Secret of design success is to create lines that have movement 





and flow, which invite the eye to move out on one kind of flowing line 
and come back on another kind of moving line. Avoid static lines which — -

cause the eye to come to a dead end in a right angle where two lines 
meet. Avoid symmetrical line-patterns. They 


are too obvious and they do not invite the

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Illustrations from The Greatest Plague of Life (London—1847) 


by Richard Williams 


o you think you have trouble with your servants! You think 
maids today are not what they used to be—not the loyal, 
friendly creatures that you knew before the war! 

Very well! Come back with me almost 300 years and open 
the diary of one Samuel Pepys, Secretary of the British Ad- 
miralty, Surveyor General of the Victualing Office, indefatigable 
host, and a man so conscious of his own importance that he 
kept a minute diary (in shorthand) of his daily doings. Open 
the diary where you will, and it won’t be too long before you 
come across some incident to show that Mr. Pepys, or rather 
Mrs. Pepys, had some problems with the household help, prob- 
lems not too dissimilar from yours. There was Mary, “an un- 
assuming, industrious girl,” who had to 
be fired because after a while she in- 
cited Mr. Pepys’ young wife “to be in- 
subordinate as well as spendthrift.”” Then 
there was a second Mary who “did take 
leave of us” because, she said. she was 
going to be married, but in reality be- 
cause she preferred a simpler home, “a 
tradesman’s home.” There was Hannah, to 
whom, as Mr. Pepys records on March 25, 
1663, he paid four pounds per annum, 
“the first time I ever did give so much, 
but we hope it will be nothing lost by 
keeping a good cook. .. . And indeed at 
dinner she did get what there was very 
prettily ready and neat for me which did 
please me very much.” 

By August the picture had changed: 
one of the former maids returned to claim 
a neckpiece she said was lost when she 
left the Pepys’ home. “And by many cir- 
cumstances it being clear that Hannah, 
our present cook-mayde, not only has it, but had it upon her 
necke when Susan came in, and shifted it off presently upon her 


coming in. I did charge her so strongly with it (having a mind 
to have her gone from us) that in a huff she told us she would 


be gone tonight if I would pay her wages, and though I suspect 
that she may convey some things away with her clothes, even 
with my wife searching them, yet we are glad of her being so 
gone.” In short, Mr. Pepys wrote plaintively, “we have not luck 
with servants nowadays.” 

Half a century later, servant troubles had not ceased—indeed, 
they seem to have gone from bad to worse. Daniel Defoe, who 
turned at the age of sixty from a political writer to an author of 
fiction, became very much concerned with servant troubles and 
published two tracts on the subject, one of which, published in 
1725 (six years after Robinson Crusoe), was entitled “Every- 
body’s Business is Nobody’s Business; or, Private Abuses, Public 
Grievances. Exemplified in the Pride, Insolence, Exorbitant 
Wages of our Women-servants, Footmen, etc. with a Proposal for 
Amendment of the Same.” In this essay, Defoe cites the servant 


troubles of his house and tells such stories as this: 
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oe . . e . 
My family is composed of myself, and sister, a man-servant 
and a maid; and being without the last, a young wench came 


to hire herself. The man was gone out, and my sister above 


stairs, so I opened the door myself, and this person presented — 


herself to view, dressed completely more like a visitor than a 
servant-maid. 

“She, not knowing me, asked for my sister. ‘Pray, Madam,’ 
said I, ‘please to walk into the parlor, she shall wait upon you 
presently.” Accordingly I handed Madam in, who took it very 
cordially. After some apology, I left her alone for a minute or 
two while I (stupid wretch) ran up to my sister, and told her a 
gentlewoman waited below. 


“ “Dear brother,’ said she. ‘don’t leave her alone, go down and 


entertain her while I dress myself.’ ” 

Defoe went down and entertained the visitor. At last his sister 
appeared and began the interview. 

“She began to enquire what wages she 
expected? . . . The maid modestly asked 
eight pounds a year... What work should 
she do to deserve such wages? To which 
she answered, that she could clean a house 
and dress a common family dinner. “But 
cannot you wash or get up linen?’ replied 
my sister. 

“She answered in the negative . . . nor 
would she go into any family that did not 
put out their linen to wash, and hire a 
charwoman to scrub. She desired to see 
the house, and having carefully surveyed 
it, said the work was too hard for her. 

“This put my sister beyond all patience. 
“Young woman.’ said she, ‘you have made 
a great mistake. I want a housémaid and 
not a chambermaid.’ ‘No, Madam.’ re- 
plied she, ‘I am not needlewoman enough 
for that!’ ‘And yet you ask eight pounds a 
year, replied my sister . . . “Yes, Madam,’ 
said she, ‘Nor shall I bate a farthing.’ 

“You will not wash or scour; you cannot dress a dinner for 
company; you are no needlewoman; and our little house of two 
rooms on a floor is too much for you. For God’s sake, what can 
you do?’ 

“ “Madam,” replied she pertly, ‘I know my business. There 
are more places than parish churches. If you wash at home, you 
should have a laundry-maid; if you give entertainments, you 
should have a cook; if you have any needlework, you must have 
a chambermaid .. .’ And away she went.” 

Six years later, another English writer felt moved to proclaim 
publicly against servants. Perhaps his patience had been sorely 
tried when his servant brought him his riding boots in a very 
dirty condition. “Why do you not clean my boots?” demanded 
the author of Gulliver’s Travels. Replied the servant, “Why. sir. 
since you always go out and soil them on the muddy road, I did 
not think it worth while.” As Swift was mounting his horse. the 
servant asked him for the key to the buffet. “Why as to that.” 
said Swift, tapping his pocket, “you have just breakfasted. and 
to feed you again is hardly worth while, as you are going to be 


hungry in two hours.” (Continued on page 114) 
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How to make an investment

ost books on home ownership have one striking resem- 

blance to popular fiction. They bring you through the 
trials of planning and building and financing, corresponding 
to the woes and joys of courtship. They take you finally and 
happily into the completed dovecote, so like in action to the 
joyful trek to the altar. And then they leave you, presumably 
to live happily ever after. 

The truth, as the worldly-wise know, is that, just as the really 
important part of the story begins with the about-face at the 
altar-rail, so the vital part of successful home owning begins 
when, amid still moist paint and unpacked china, you settle 
down at long last for the first night in your own castle. 


You have bought your house, of course, for your comfort,

your pride, and your pleasure. But the enjoyment of these should 
not detract from the hard fact that home ownership is also a 
business; and the amenities of ownership will be all the more 
enjoyable if the business side of the deal is competently handled. 

The business side of home ownership is simply this: you have 
bought a piece of property; you have probably undertaken a 
substantial long-term debt in doing so; you intend to pay off 
the debt; you hope that if you want to sell you will be able to 
do so without loss. In the meantime, you are in effect renting 
your property to a tenant, who for the present is to be your- 
self. At some future time, however, you may wish to rent to 
another tenant, and then you will want to know what minimum 
rental you can take without going into the hole. Or, you may 
sometimes want to know whether you would be better off to sell 
and pay rent to another than to keep on with ownership, or 
whether over the years it has been cheaper as well as happier 
to own than to rent. 

These matters involve every aspect of business operation: 
financing, taxes. insurance, maintenance and repair, capital 
improvements, depreciation, profit and loss. And they involve 
business judgment as well—when to make repairs and improve- 
ments, what expenditures are worth while, under what market 
conditions it may be desirable to sell or lease, how to determine 
what minimum price or rent you could afford to take. 

As long as the fixed and unremitting requirements of a mort- 
gage loan abide with you, it is particularly important for your 
security that you handle your home as a business proposition, 
because miscalculation or indifference to your needful outlays 
may get you into serious trouble, even to the extent of losing 
your property. 

But even though you hold the property free and clear of en- 
cumbrance, as the saying goes, it is important to be a business- 
like homeowner. If you have bought your house since the war, 
you have special reason for doing so, for you have made your 
deal at what in the long run may turn out to be the top of the

to make a good showing and to end 
with financial as well as physical 
satisfaction with your house, you 
will need to nurture the investment 
with the attention you would give 
a delicate child.

We don’t intend to be alarmist— 
only cautionary. You need not lose. 
In fact. the chances are that, over 
any considerable period, careful 
management will prove that you 
have not done badly, everything 
taken into account; while, if you 
hold the house but a short time, a 
valid comparison with the rental 
you would have otherwise paid may 
also show that the purchase trans- 
action was a good one. And it will 
be a great comfort to be able to 
prove to yourself that this is so. 

The greater comfort, however, is 
to know that you have your affairs 
in hand at all times. You will see 
what we mean if you put a few 
such questions as these to your 
neighbor. How much did your heat 
cost last year? What do you spend 
per month on light and gas? How 
much of your mortgage payment 
is for interest and how much is 
repayment of principal? What 
rent would you pay to match your 
home expenditures? How much is 
your tax assessment? How much 
of the market price of your house 
is covered by fire insurance?

giving the effect of the frame com- 
ing toward you and the bays reced- 
ing. The coarse, big leaves seem 
to be closer, because they attract 
your attention first. The small-leaf 
plants seem to recede because 
their foliage does not attract your 
attention. By this simple optical 
trick the illusion of depth is 
achieved. At the corners of the 
house the same rhythmic sequence 
of broadleaf evergreen foliages has 
been used (see page 65) with the 
largest leaf and hence the coarsest 


texture at the corner. As the plant- 


ings move away from the corners, 
the leaf size diminishes rapidly. 
Each adds its quota to the illusion 
of greater space. A relatively small 
amount of the largest leaf size has 
been used in each case—only one 
plant each of magnolia, rhododen- 
dron, and photinia—with great 
quantities of shrubs with smaller 
foliages. 

So if your garden is smaller 
than you wish, and you are striv- 
ing for the illusion of greater size, 
select plants with big foliage to 
plant in the forward parts of the 
garden to create points of optical 
strength. Then put with 
small leaves at the back areas to

create areas of optical weakness. 
This is the way to gain the effect 
of many additional feet of land. 


LL this brings us to the next im- 
AL portant point—using plant ma- 
terial in a structural way. There is 
a marked architectural structure

problem has been more one of co-

tend. The fairly heavy broadleaf 
evergreen foliage is built up to 
the base of these deciduous trees 
to give weight at the base of the 
accent point. Deciduous vines are 
used to drape and soften the brick 
walls. In a slightly larger area 
and where walls were not neces- 
sary a greater number of deciduous 
shrubs probably would be used. 

HE next important point to 

realize about the Mackie garden 
is its year-round interest. This gar- 
den has the permanent effect of 
broadleaf evergreen foliage, which 
always should be used to the great- 
est possible extent in any climate 
where it will grow. (But don’t for- 
get to use deciduous and fruiting 
trees, too. Their line pattern in 
winter, their blossoms in spring, 
and the beauty of their autumn 
foliage give valuable fleeting in- 
terest and coror.) The broadleaf 
evergreen shrubs provide a never- 
ending succession of bloom but 
their main display runs from early 
spring to midsummer. 

The one large hybrid rhododen- 
dron—Azor—was_ chosen partly 
for its late blooming. It flowers in 
the Mackie garden at the end of 
June. As it goes out of bloom, the 
annuals and perennials begin to 
take up the color theme. Many of

annuals and perennials. The effect 
in spring is improved with bulbs, 
with a definite segregated area for 
tulips, and with drifts of choice 
daffodils scattered about the 
fringes of the shrubs. Tuberous 
begonias are used with a lavish 
hand to give an unusual amount 
of summer color for a shady area 

The cultural needs for individ- 
ual plants must be considered very 
carefully in a small area like this 
one. In every case, sun-loving 
plants are placed in the sun and 
shade-loving plants in the shade. 
Magnolia is planted in the warm- 
est and sheltered corner, 
Pieris where it gets partial shade. 
The shrubs along the back line 
of the property on top of the wall, 
which is naturally dry and well- 
drained, are ones which do best 
if they do not receive too much 
moisture. Under the balcony where 
no rain falls is a dry spot planted 
with Mexican Orange (Choysia), 
often 


most 


which receives too much 
moisture also. 

Another way to achieve.a happy 
restful garden picture is to choose 
a plant of just the right habit of 
growth so that it gracefully fills 
a given space without having to 
be clipped and trimmed to within 
an inch of its life. This garden 
illustrates how readily you can fit 
a planting into narrow spaces 
when you know how to make your 
selection. Many shrubs used here 
drape themselves gracefully against 
a wall. With just a little correct 
pruning and occasional support 
here and there they will grow in 
semi-vinelike fashion. 


N THE photograph—taken in 

the early spring—you can just 
barely see the outline of Jackman 
clematis trained against this wall, 
but in midsummer it makes a great 
splash of rich soft purple which 
harmonizes perfectly with the pink- 
ish cast of the brick. Cascading 
down the wall at the right side of 
the the yellow 
winter flowering jasmine. Notice 
that the clematis is trained up the 


same picture Is 


wall and the jasmine draped down 
over it, again indicating an under- 
standing of the way in which these 
two vines grow best. 

In other words, it is absolutely 
vital in a small area to use just 
the right plant in the right place. 
This requires a thorough knowl- 
edge of plant material. For this 
there is no substitute. If you do 
it, your garden can be as pleasing 
as the best decorated room. 
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huge Chinese porcelain bowl, or in 
a copper miner’s pan, or on the 
window sill in a row of hollow 
glass bricks. A lot of fragrance, a 
mass of delicate white blossoms, 
all in one place, sometimes count 
more than little dabs of white and 
stray wisps of fragrance scattered 
here and there. I’ve even seen a 
big shallow iron tray from an old 
umbrella stand put to use, so 
there’s no telling what you might 
find that suits your particular 
house and the narcissus. 

If there isn’t room for a large- 
scale spectacular effect, imagina- 
tion might contrive to make even 
a few narcissus bulbs more impor- 
tant in the scheme of things. Two 
or three might be forced in a 
small, neutral-colored pottery con- 
tainer placed at one side of a big 
pewter plate or shallow copper 
bowl and completely concealed 
with moss, rocks, and perhaps a 
few hens and chickens (semper- 
vivums). 


HERE are other bulbs which 

might be grown in stones and 
water. Try Chinese sacred lilies. 
Roman hyacinths, and Colchicum 
Bornmuelleri. A little special 
thought for the one particular 
bowl which will best become the 
chosen bulbs will add distinction. 

No sooner are the bulbs started 
than you can be on the watch for 
a mild day to bring in forsythia 
for forcing. Even the bare twigs 
can be made interesting if ar- 
ranged for line. If they seem to 
you, at first, too much like a bun- 
dle of sticks, add a cluster of ever- 
green or fresh greenhouse flowers 
at the base of the arrangement 
until the brown buds swell and 
the yellow flowers respond to sun 
and warmth. Other shrubs can be 
forced later, but forsythia is about 
the only dependable one so early 
in the winter. 

But don’t forget that many other 
sorts of material can contribute 
line interest, even though they 
give no promise of bloom. Red 
osier dogwood gives color, also, in 
its wine-red stems. .The  cork- 
barked euonymus has a highiy 
decorative habit of growth. Simi- 
lar, but on a much larger scale, 
is the dramatic mossy-cup oak. 
You can always make a fine line 
arrangement of judiciously  se- 





lected evergreen branches. On 
mild days you can cut foliage from 
broadleaf evergreens such as your 
rhododendron. leucothoe, mahonia, 
or andromeda, either to use alone 
or to enhance a few greenhouse 
flowers which have no foliage of 
their own. 

If you have no garden supply 
of this type of foliage, you can buy 
decorative and long-lasting foliage 
at any city flower shop. The bet- 
ter florists offer exotically pat- 
terned leaves or green and white 
pandanus. Variegated ivy and 
strelitzia leaves are often obtain- 
able, as well as the more familiar 
magnolia or eucalyptus. A group 
of 20 department stores are featur- 
ing packages of Hawaiian foliage 
for only $1.95—which may he 
charged to your account. 

Your Christmas gift plants can 
also help you get through January 
if you have taken good care of 
them. If they are beginning to 
look unhappy, try re-grouping 
them so that the most presentable 
ones are the more prominent. Sal- 
vage from the ones that must be 
discarded the few leaves or blos- 
soms that might make an attractive 
small arrangement for your coffee 
table. The last brilliant cineraria 
blossoms (well soaked for proper 
conditioning) or even a cluster 
of cyclamen leaves skillfully ar- 
ranged in a tiny bronze or copper 
container will look more attractive 
than if left in company with less 
healthy blooms or foliage clinging 
to a discouraged plant. 


F YOUR paper-white narcissi are 

past their prime and too spindly 
to stand up properly, cut them 
and use the best flowers and foli- 
age in an arrangement. They will 
last several days longer and give 
far more pleasure than a sorry 
array of “tired” plants. 

The narcissus arrangement illus- 
trated was made of such “left- 
overs.” As the shallow Canton “hot 
water dish” would not hold enough 
water to keep the narcissus fresh. 
they were arranged in a small lead 
cup equipped with a needle holder. 
This device was then concealed 
with a decorative twist of lead. a 
strange shell-encrusted beach stone 
and a lovely porous stone. Odd 
companions, their 
shapes and textures were in accord 
and perfectly at home on the little 
old brass-bound Chinese trunk 
which serves as coffee table.

Out of Charleston the oak-arched Ashley River Road 
is thick with reminders of the families who carved ele- 
gance out of the wilderness, and laid out gardens almost 
as soon as they had roofs over their heads.

What’s 
new about the record is, first of all, the amount 
of music it offers. The grooves lie much closer 
together, each one being no thicker than a hair, 
and the record contains about 250 grooves, as 
against 90 of the old. Thus the Second Piano 
Concerto of Brahms, the longest of all piano con- 
certos, can be accommodated on two sides of one 
record, as against six of the standard two-sided 
records. Puccini’s La Boheme, the entire opera 
complete, is presented on two long-playing records

OF HOME OWNERSHIP 


f you think that your troubles are over when you move into a home of 

your own, youve another think coming. For, romantic as it well may 
be, home ownership has its practical side too. After all, it’s a business 
proposition. It involves an outlay of a lot of cash, often over a long 
period of years. Somebody has to keep an eye on this operation, and it 
had better be you than the bank. To ignore this obvious fact is risky. Yet 
many a home investment has crashed on the rocks of plain financial 
negligence all because nobody took the time and trouble to do a little simple 
bookkeeping. 

Running a set of cash accounts on your home investment need not be pain- 
ful. It can easily be a pleasure. None of the accounts will require entries 
more than once a month, and some only once or twice a year. Yet these ac- 
counts will quickly pay for themselves in terms of peace of mind. They are 
your control panel. They tell you when you are on your financial course 
and when you're off it. They keep you on the beam of solvent investment. 

The first thing you need in opening books on your home is, of course, a 
book to open. Here some improvisation is necessary, since no account book 
has been especially designed for the purpose. The best substitute is a standard

Because no garbage ever accumulates, it elimi- 
nates the garbage odors so common to kitchens,

Other by-products of having a mechanical sink are these: 
Your kitchen doesn’t stay messy very long after a meal; work 
counters are freer and cleaner, your hands don’t get water- 
soaked. Dishes, glasses, and silver look cleaner, without spots 
and streaks, thanks to miraculous low-cost detergents. They are 
cleaner, too, because the water in a dishwasher is hotter than 
you could bear to put your hands into. Consequently, your dishes 
are more sterile and hygienic. 

We are convinced that adverse criticism comes only from those 
who have had no experience with mechanical sinks. It is the 
feeling of the House BEAUTIFUL editors that to do without a me- 
chanical dishwasher and a food-waste disposer now, after using 
them so many months and finding out how they simplified kitchen 
chores and shortened kitchen work, would be like returning to 


kerosene lamps, wood stoves, and kitchen pumps. We, person- 


ally, have no intention of returning to that dark, dreary age.

What you need to know 


about dishwashers 


A check on the following questions and answers will bring into focus all 


the information you need to make your own decision about a mechanical 


dishwasher, how it operates, what it will do for you, how much it costs

t has been figured out that during her married life the average 
woman will wash and dry 214% million dishes, or 340 tons, or 
enough to make 72 stacks as high as the Empire State Building, 
and she will take 10,000 hours to do it. These are pretty ap- 
palling figures. If a machine can lessen the drudgery, it is 


something to consider seriously. 


How Much Space Does a Dishwasher Require? 


You can buy dishwashers in complete sink units (including a 
food-waste disposer), in cabinets by themselves, or just the 
chassis for installing in your own cabinet. The complete dish- 


washer-disposer sink averages 48” long x 25” deep x 36” high. 


Generally it has a 3” or 4” high splashboard, important to note 


if the sink is to be installed under a window. Dishwasher cabinets 


average 25” square x 36” high, some with splashboards, some 
without. The chassis requires a cabinet about 25” square x 36” 
high. Some dishwashers open at the top, some at the front, thus 


leaving the top free for work space. The top-opening kind re- 





quires sufficient clearance between dishwasher and wall cabinets 
above for the cover to be lifted. Dishwashers opening at the front 
have a pull-out section much like a drawer, with racks for dishes. 
These racks pull out about 17” and you should allow for this, 


plus moving-about space for one to work in front of it. 


Do Dishwashers Operate on Either AC or DC Current? 


No. Most dishwashers operate on AC current only. 


What Wiring Do You Need? 


No categorical answer to this question can be given. It de- 
pends upon wiring conditions in your house and requirements 
of the local electrical code. Most dishwashers will operate on a 


suitable branch circuit from the house lighting system. 


What Plumbing Connections Do You Need? 


Dishwashers require connections to hot and cold water supply, 
and to the drainage system, made in accordance with local 


plumbing codes. 


What About Hot Water? 


Mechanical dishwashers require water of a temperature from a 
minimum of 140° to 160° F. to operate efficiently. Unless you 
have water as hot as this, or can get it, you might as well give 
up the idea of letting a dishwasher do your work. These tempera- 
tures are much hotter than hands can stand. They are responsible 
for hygienic cleaning and also for steam drying, sparing you 
tedious towelling. Water cooler than 140° does not remove all 
food soil and grease, and retards drying. Water hotter than 


160° F. is likely to cook some types of food soil onto the dishes. 


How Much Hot Water Does a Dishwasher Use? 


The amount varies from four to eight gallons for each complete 


washing and rinsing. 


What Kind of Soap Should You Use—How Much? 


Ordinary soaps and soap flakes do not work in a mechanical 


dishwasher. They are apt to impede the striking force of the 











)vater spray and may prevent thorough washing of dishes. In- 
'/tead, most dishwasher manufacturers recommend detergents such 
‘is “Calgonite” or “Electra-Sol.” These soapless cleansers prevent 
the deposit of mineral salts common to water in many areas, in 
he form of film, streaks, and spots. Each dishwasher comes with 
nstructions as to the correct amount of cleaning agent to be 
ised. Usually it is from a teaspoon to a tablespoon. For some 
ymakes, you need not measure because you are told to “fill the 
etergent cup,” which is sized for the right amount. For efficiency 


and economy, follow directions for correct quantity. 


How Do You Use a Dishwasher? 

There are slight variations in procedure with different makes. 
In general, however, this is what you do: rinse food particles 
off the dishes, load them into racks, without overlapping and 
|with enough space between for water to penetrate, put flat silver.

What About Different Makes? 

Hotpoint’s, General Electric’s, Kaiser’s. “Dishamatic” from 
Apex, and “Kitchen Aid” from Hobart are automatic. “Hotpoint” 
and “Kitchen Aid” open in front, leaving the top free for use as 
work surface. Their racks pull forward for loading and unload- 
ing. All others open at the top. “Dishamatic” from Apex is 
different from the others in that it has a built-in, electrically 
operated water heater, to assure enough water at the right tem- 
perature. The Thor dishwasher has two interchangeable interior 
drums, one for washing clothes, one for dishes. The different 
stages of the washing-rinsing-drying cycle are controlled man- 
ually. The Kaiser dishwasher is also different, in that it operates 
hydraulically.

particles tends to make your drain run better than ever. 


What About Grease? 

Cold water—yes cold water—is used with disposers. 
This solidifies grease particles in the shredding compart- 
ment, and they are flushed down the drain with pulverized 
waste particles. This means no greasy deposit in the 


disposer or the plumbing. 


How Do I Clean an Electric Disposer? 

You don’t. Disposers are self-cleaning. As a matter of 
fact, manufacturers warn you not to use any drain-clean- 
ing materials such as you may have used in a regular 


sink drain. 


Do Disposers Operate on Either 
AC or DC Current? 


No. Most operate on AC only. (Continued on page 140)

HOW TO TELL A RELIABLE 


PEST CONTROL OPERATOR 


1. Get name and address of the firm, find out how 
long it has been in business, check its reputation. A 
reliable firm will have been in the community long 
enough to have acquired a reputation for satisfactory 
performance. This will rule out the itinerant extermi- 
nator, here today and gone tomorrow. 


2. Check the firm’s advertising. A reliable firm’s ad- 
vertising will be factual, dignified, avoiding extrava- 
gant claims, guarantees, and emphasis on cheapness. 


3. Ask for the names of other clients. While many 
people do not allow the use of their names for printed 
advertising, a reputable concern usually can provide 
names of satisfied customers with whom you can check. 










4. Select an operator who will inspect your premises 
first. Inspections are as necessary for estimating pest 
control costs as for painting. Except in the case of 
apartment buildings, which can be “averaged,” no job 
can be reliably guaranteed, sight unseen, at a flat rate. 





5. Avoid any operator who tries to sell you a quick, 
cheap cure. Such cures don’t exist. You get what you 
pay for, and the method of application of any insecti- 
cide is more important than the chemical used. There 
are no “secret powders” for extermination of pests. 









6. Ask if your operator is a member of the National 
Pest Control Association which has been trying to raise 
standards in this industry. A firm selected on the basis 
of performance is likely to be a member of this trade 
association. Out of 2,000 existing firms, over 700 be- 
long to it and do more than 50% of all the work. 


7. If in doubt, consult your Better Business Bureau. 
If you haven’t one in your town, W rite to the National 
Better Business Bureau, 405 Lexington Ave., New York,

here comes a time in the affairs of all households 
when peace of mind and orderly routine are shattered 
by the presence of pests. 

No matter how careful a housekeeper you may be, some 
day you will encounter a plague of ants in the kitchen cabi- 
nets, roaches under the sink, ugly silverfish trapped in the 
bathtub, a mouse scuttling along the living room wall. It 
happens in the best of families. But, when it happens to 
you, do you know what to do about it? 

The first thing, of course, is not to let it throw you. Time 
was when people were afraid to mention the fact that an 
infestation had occurred under their own rooftree. Bed- 
bugs were such a disgrace that wives kept discovery of the 
nasty things from their husbands until the insects were 
banished—if possible. But today it is pretty well accepted 
that the way in which we live, crowded together in cities, 
and the acceleration of our modes of transportation have 
made the presence of pests inevitable occasionally in almost 
all homes. The thing to do is move promptly and openly 
against them. 

Many pests may be exterminated by home methods. DDT 
sprayed in the proper places inside a house can effectively 
battle flies, mosquitoes, bedbugs, silverfish. Sometimes it 
will rid you of roaches, moths, carpet-beetles, and ants, too, 
though not as surely, Old-fashioned trapping is quite effec- 
tive against mice. But when you have rats or termites to 
contend with, or when any of the lesser pests appear in 
such numbers that you, the householder, feel incapable of 
handling the situation yourself, you turn to a professional 
exterminator. 

Exterminators today call themselves “pest control opera- 
tors.” They are mighty valuable friends in need, when they 
are reliable and experienced. But unless you know how to 
hire a pest control operater, you may get one who, brother 
to the blue-sky real estate operator, will sell you the idea 
of a pest-free home at ‘little cost without delivering. 

The number of racketeers in this industry has decreased 
in recent years, due in part to the formation of the National 
Pest Control Association, representing the leading firms in

n your left, you see an herb wardrobe. Take 
a good look at it if your herb cookery is 
limited to sage in the stuffing and garlic on the lamb.

All these plants ask for is 
plenty of sun and rather poor soil to reward you 
with the pleasure of knowing the living plant and 
the joy of sniffing and nibbling as you weed. You 
can even grow some of them in a large window box 
in the kitchen. You can buy small plants of the 
chive and tarragon and grow sweet basil from the 
seed.

ou probably look forward each year to the seed and 
nursery catalogs. So do I. We know them to be pretty 
honest sorts of things today. Gone, fortunately, are the days of 
super-exaggeration. 
Why then all the fuss? 
It’s not what the catalogs say; it’s what they leave unsaid. 
The usual variety descriptions—handsome, useful, choice, popu- 


lar, desirable, attractive, pretty—don’t give you the haziest 





idea of what the plant itself looks like or can do for your garden. 

Gardening would be a lot more attractive to people if all seed 
catalogs told how to grow the plants they sell, also how to use 
those plants effectively. A small sketch of the whole plant in 
addition to the glamour picture of one big flower would help. 

Some plants are treasures under certain conditions of soil, 
exposure, or temperature, but a waste of space at other times. It 
is rare that you read in a seed catalog: “. . . the best red, but 
a lack of hardiness in growth causes it to rot under humid, 
«“ 


overwet conditions,” or, “. . . naturally a tall grower, but can 


be kept compact by pinching.” Yet this is telling the whole 





truth. Readers of this catalog know what they must do. 

How are you going to get better seed catalogs? Only if you 
demand them. Congratulate the concerns that have made the 
start. Write the others: tell them what-you expect. Offer to pay 
for a good catalog—25 or 50 cents (refunded when you order). 

The looked-for change won't happen in one year. It will come 
in time if you insist. Meantime, you must dig out the needed 
information by combining the bits of information you elean 
from a number of catalogs. We can’t give you the answers for 
specific plants. but on the next two pages we show you exactly 


what you need to know.

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There are, of course, other types 
of financing that might be en- 
countered. In some jurisdictions 
deeds of trust are used instead of 
mortgages. A land contract or con- 
tract for deed may be substituted 
for the first or second mortgage or 
both. A third mortgage we hope 
will not be encountered. 

On top of the expenditures so 
far recorded, there will usually be 
a few additional items paid at the 
time of acquisition. It is customary, 
for instance, for the buyer to re- 
imburse the seller, on a pro rata 
basis, for any taxes or insurance 
already paid in advance. Even in 
case of a newly built property, the 
mortgage will require (if your own 
common sense hasn’t already dic- 
tated) that all taxes be current and 
the proper insurance in force when 
the financing is placed. If the mort- 
gage is insured by FHA, an initial 
mortgage insurance item would be 
added. Since these items are not in 
any sense part of the investment in 
the property, but are simply the 
beginning of a long series of re- 
current expenses, they are listed 
separately (Item 19 and _ follow- 
ing). Item 23 shows you the total 
outlay you had to make before you 
could move into your house, in- 
cluding both cash paid and debt 
assumed, 

Another of the convenience 
pages, Page C is useful for many 
unforeseeable emergencies as well 
as for ready reference in paying 
bills. The same is true of the in- 
surance folks who complete the list.

This association has been trying 
since 1933 to set standards for pest 
control operators and to drive the 
“phonies” out of business.

surfaces to which infants or chil- 
dren have access. 


For silverfish: DDT is used 
against these nocturnal insects, 
usually glimpsed around bathtubs 
or sinks when you turn on a light. 
Actually, they feed on fabrics and 
paper in your closets, bookcases, 
attics, etc. The exterminator with 
“know-how” sees that the poison is 
placed in attics and basements, 
around furniture where it is warm 
or moist. in dresser drawers, in 
closets, and behind the books in 
your bookcase. 


For ants: Ant control appears to 
be a somewhat neglected field in 
pest control, possibly because the 
ordinary tiny ant seen most often 
in the kitchen is usually only a 
nuisance. It does not carry disease, 
nor is it especially dirty. Chlor- 
dane is being used against some 
species of ants, as reported in 
House BrEautIFUL in August, 1948. 
The old poisons, mostly thallium 
sulfate and arsenic, of the “bait” 
type—mixed with sweets or grease 
to attract both the sweet-eating and 
grease-eating ants—are effective. 


For moths and carpet-beetles: 
Treatment is quite similar for these 
two pests, but it consists of more 
than just using a solution or a 
powder. First, a thorough cleaning 
of wool, fur, feathers. lint, and hair 
from cracks in floors or backs and 
corners of closets; then, protection 
of woolens in tight containers with 
paradichlorobenzene crystals or 
naphthalene flakes or balls. followed 
by spraying of DDT or other chem- 
icals on wall surfaces of closets or 
floors or on the clothing or car- 
pets themselves. Especially should 
you spray rugs or little-moved up- 
holstered furniture. cracks, crev- 
ices, air ducts—wherever lint col- 
lects. Carpet-beetles, which wander 
around more than clothes moths, 
may be attacked by dusting a ten 
per cent DDT powder behind base- 
boards. in cracks of floors, on up- 
holstered furniture. 


For mice: The preferred method 
for getting rid of mice in the home. 
according to John C. Jones, the 
Rodent Control Specialist of the 
Fish and Wild Life Service. U. S. 
Department of Interior, is the good 
old mouse trap. Mice also may be 
killed by eating grain treated with 
strychnine or other poisons, com- 
monly called “mouse seed.” But 
since this often makes them die in

THE MOST FUN in vegetable gardening comes 
from raising something that you can’t buy at the 
local market. Bibb lettuce, for example. This is a 
semi-heading type that should be thinned to four 
inches or more. No other lettuce I know has its 
distinctive flavor and tenderness, and the dark 
green leaves of Bibb lettuce really dress up a 
salad. This variety sends out flower stalks quickly 
in warm weather, so must be sown as early as 
possible in the spring. Some people think Oak- 
leaf equally good, but I'll take Bibb every time. 


DO YOU PREFER Iceberg lettuce to the leafy 
types? Then try growing Great Lakes. It will 
withstand more heat than most head lettuce 
varieties before tip burning. 


AFTER TRYING MANY VARIETIES of baking 
squash, we've settled on two: Royal Acorn and 
Delicious. The first is good during September 
and early October when the flesh of Delicious 
may still be a little dry, but we like the latter 
for fall and winter use. 


HOW WOULD YOU LIKE a planting of rasp- 
berries that combine vigor with top quality? 
Taylor is the variety to grow. We’ve frozen sey- 
eral varieties for winter use, but none have been 
better than Taylor. 


CARING FOR TOOLS is another good job for a 
February week end. There are hoes to sharpen 
and hose to repair and a dip in wood preservative 
for the lower two feet of the bean poles. I can’t 
afford to let them decay.

DRIVING through the fruit country along Lake 
Erie one bright day last February, I saw a num- 
ber of growers out getting an early start on 
their pruning. To me, pruning has always been 
a job for late March here in Michigan, but the 
fruit specialists tell me that any time in winter 


is okay if you can take the weather. 


IF YOU LIVE in the Lower South, your spring 
crop of frost-hardy vegetables can go in this 
month providing your land isn’t too wet. Beets, 
spinach, lettuce, onions, cabbage, and peas are 
among those that germinate well in cool weather 
(in fact, they must be planted early where sum- 
mers are long and hot). The best peas I ever 
grew I planted in early February while living in 
central Alabama. They came on in late April— 
the pods large and almost perfect. 


A FRIEND IN WISCONSIN recently showed me 
some huge Spanish onions he grew last summer. 
They were keeping perfectly in the coal bin, of 
all places. My friend’s root cellar is perfect for 


apples, beets, and carrots but too damp foi 


onions. A shelf just inside the coal-room door 


has proved ideal. 


HOW ABOUT STRAWBERRIES in October? I 


am sold on the everbearing types. Production is 


spread out over a long season, and the fall 
berries are often the best of the lot. 
SPEAKING OF STORAGE, the new potato 


sprout-inhibitor (a hormone powder) will really 


help keep your potatoes in good condition until 
late spring. At the first sign of sprouting, I sort 
according to the 


carefully and apply powder 


directions. You can buy the powder in small 
packages as Dormatone, Barsprout, or Dow 


Sprout Inhibitor. 


MY SEED ORDERS are just about completed, 


but I am going to add one novelty that will 
startle the neighbors next fall—purple cauli- 
flower. A friend gave me one last October. The 


flavor is hard to define but it’s more like broccoli. 
Worth trying anyway; half the fun of gardening 


is in growing something new.

hall table. It is what you do with 
the material in hand. Decide first 
what sort of person you are—pot- 
marigold, bird-of-paradise, or lily- 
of-the-valley—and what sort, of 
house you have. Then arrange your 
flowers or foliage accordingly. 


oS quaint little house in the 
country may have an old bean pot 
filled with pine. A Georgian man- 
sion will do better with its pine in 
Chinese bronze or celadon. A mod- 
ern apartment might use the more 
unusual long-leaf pine or use ordi- 
nary pine in an unusual way. such 
as building up a dramatic back- 
ground for a piece of primitive 
African sculpture. 

What can you do for your house 
with commonplace material? 

If you are “no good at arrange- 
ments” don’t waste too much effort 
in trying to combine flowers. In- 
stead, put choice single specimens 
in simple tubular vases or interest- 
ing antique bottles. or have a few 
large blossoms floating (or nearly 
floating) in shallow bowls and 
trays. See to it that these con- 
tainers are in themselves beautiful. 
Then your problem is simply to fit

the flower to container and room. 

Perhaps you like stylized design 
in your arrangements. If so, re- 
member that backgrounds should 
be simple and uncluttered to the 
point of bareness. This type of ar- 
rangement is lost in a milieu of 
pictures, books, knicknacks, figured 
chintzes, and oriental rugs. 

If your passion is for large 
massed arrangements of mixed gar- 
den flowers (such arrangements are 
very beautiful when well done), 
here are a few pointers to keep 
them from being a jumble of forms 
and colors. Keep one color domi- 
nant, using it in all its variants of 
light and dark, bright and dull. 
Then use a good dash of its com- 
plement and add other colors in 
smaller quantities. 

Group your colors, too, instead 
of spotting them here and there, 
and use feathery material as a foil, 
not as a “filler.” Work for balance 
and get interest and variety into 
the silhouette. Mass your strongest 
forms and most compelling detail 
at the focal point. 

This type of arrangement is fun 
but it takes time and a lot of flow-

Millersburg, 
near Paris, is opening Forest Retreat, its slave quarters and 
smoke house still intact. In Frankfort you can visit Liberty 
Hall, planned by Thomas Jefferson. Its restored garden, de- 
signed by Arthur Shurcliffe, is an example of the sort of thing 
the Garden Club of Kentucky has done and will be doing with 
the 50 cents or one dollar you pay at each house you visit. 
While you’re in the Bluegrass, you can also inspect some of 
the famous thoroughbred horse farms. 

In Bardstown, of course, is Federal Hill, where Stephen 
Foster wrote “My Old Kentucky Home.” Paducah, participating 
for the first time, has many old houses with rare collections 
of English and Early American furniture and Georgian silver.

A RUG

0 most people the purchase of a wool rug is 

a big, bold venture. Like matrimony, it is 
not to be entered into lightly, because too large 
an investment is usually at stake. 

The most reassuring thing we can tell you 
about carpet buying is that you get what you pay 
for—which is to say, you get more when you pay 
more. The “more” you are getting is wool, which 
increases progressively as the price goes up, for 
with machine-made carpet, labor and operation 
costs are said to be practically the same for fine 
grades as for lesser ones. You buy, of course, 
whatever your budget lets you. But it is pretty 
generally conceded that if you can have a $10 
a yard or a $15 a yard rug, you get the best of 
the bargain when you buy the more expensive 
one, because you get more service out of a more 
closely woven, deeper-pile rug. 

You have to ponder on color and style, of 
course, but the colors and furnishings you already 
own can help steer you in the right direction. 


You have to think about appropriateness, too. 


_But common sense tells you that a rug for a 


bedroom, where the traffic is light, needn’t have 
the same durability as carpeting for the hall, 
living room, and dining room where the going 
is rough and constant and stains are inevitable. 

Where most carpet purchasers meet their 
Waterloo is on the subject of quality. It’s a rare 
and flashily-informed citizen who knows an Ax- 
minster from the Velvet when he trips over it, or 
who can tell a hand-carved Chenille from an em- 
bossed Wilton. But almost as rare is the shopper 
who knows even the most elementary standards 
by which carpets are judged. 


Most of us have to rely on the say-so of the 





rug dealer—as powerful an argument as we can 
think of for purchasing carpeting only from re- 
liable firms which carry only the most reliably- 
made merchandise. This word to the wise, plus 
a little background information on carpets in 
veneral, should help your peace of mind when 
you make your puchase. 

Rugs are judged by the amount or weight of 
wool that has gone into them. So the best general 
rule we can give you is to look for two things

Your carpeting can do all sorts of tricks with space. If you want to make one

onifers are the exclamation marks in land- 


scaping. They are strong and dark and provide 
punch in your garden. Use them with restraint. If 
scattered about indiscriminately, they do more to 
break up a garden design than any other wrong plant- 
ing. A series of columnar conifers standing like a row 
of exclamation points across the front of a house adds 
nothing to the architecture of the house and still less 
to the garden. Pairs of conifers scattered about are 
the bane of informal garden plantings. But a fine 
specimen conifer, well placed against a brick or stone 
building, can give needed strength, character, and 
unity to the design. 

Conifer foliage is made up of a pattern of lines. 
Sometimes these lines are strong, straight, and sharply 
etched, as in many pines. Naturally, different conifers 
vary greatly in the strength and vigor of their foliage 
pattern. The foliage lines are much shorter and are 
arranged in curving patterns in the cedar type of 
foliage. The foliage pattern of yews is intermediate 
in vigor but especially dark in color, which gives 
proportionately greater weight. The lines are short 
and light in most junipers, often producing a soft 
and somewhat fluffy effect. But even junipers make a 
relatively strong, dark note in the landscape when

he taste for bortsch and the prejudices thereof can involve 

as many personal quirks as a recipe for hang-overs, as 
many racial, social, and political eyebrow liftings as an ambassa- 
dorial visit. I have ceased to take them very seriously, after 
years of listening worshipfully to one famous comedian swear 
that he would eat bortsch at only one restaurant in the whole 
world, where it was prepared magnificently and as it should be. 
When I went to that restaurant and ordered that bortsch, I found 
it a pale, watery, and indeed completely dishonest shadow of what 
I myself, un-famous, un-comedian, think good bortsch should be. 

I believe that it is one of the best soups in the world. It 
can be hot, cold, thick, thin, rich, meager, and still be good. 
It can be easy or intricate to make. 

Some people like it hot with boiled beef in it, or quarters 
of cabbage (the variations on cabbage alone are almost infinite: 
chopped, minced, quartered, whole, on and on). 

Some people like it cold with chilled sour cream poured over 


a steaming hot boiled potato in the middle of the plate. 
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Some people like grated fresh beets in it, and some like 
nothing at all, just the clear red consomme—and, of course, 
the cream. 

Some people like little poached force-meat balls in it. 

Some people, apparently, like my famous comedian-friend, 
like it bad. 

And then again, there is the aspect of its sourness. Should 
it be fermented beets that give it its own peculiar sharpness, 
or fresh, sliced beets in honest vinegar? Is it a heinous gastro- 
nomical sin not to use salts-of-lemon from the corner drugstore 
instead of the handier fresh lemon -juice or vinegar? Should 
you spit it out and stalk from the table if it has no sour taste 
at all, but rather the bland smoothness of a Little Bortsch that 
can only be Polish if you are Russian, or Russian if you are 
Finnish, and so on and so thus intrinsically prejudiced. 

Well. I like it two ways best, and these are they—one cold 
and easy to make; the other hot and comparatively complicated,

Y ou aren't being offered a sensational bargain when you 


read that rose bushes are “three for one dollar,” or 
that tulip bulbs are “25 for one dollar,” and when forsythia 
bushes are sold for “7¢ each” that’s probably all they are 
worth—newly rooted little cuttings, not husky big plants. 

Does the offer describe the roses as No. 1 size or merely 
by age—“two-year-old, field-grown plants”? Just about all 
of the 20 million rose plants to be sold in 1949, no matter 
how small or weak, will be two years old and field-grown. 

Does the tulip offer guarantee that all bulbs will be top- 
size (at least 1°¢ inches across) ? Or are the bulbs so small 
that they are described by their circumference—“not tiny 
bulblets, but average three inches in circumference” (circum- 
ference is about three times as big as diameter) ? The thing 
for you to remember is small bulbs don’t bloom the first year. 

More than likely, the bargain offer doesn’t tell you any- 
thing about the sizes. Strip away the fancy adjectives and 
you probably will find that you know nothing about what 
to expect except the variety and number of shrubs or bulbs 
you will get. 

But you don’t have to buy “blind” like this. There are 
recognized descriptions for all good shrubs and bulbs. If you 
want the best. ask° for No. 1 rose bushes; top-size bulbs 
(especially tulips, lilies. gladioli); bushy, two-year-old 
flowering shrubs: husky perennials: thick trunks in fruit 
trees: large. firm balls of soil around roots of evergreens. 

If terms like “bushy” and “husky” sound vague and indefi- 


nite to you. remember this: They (Continued on page 204)

What to look for (Continued) 


The real point to owning a power mower is that it is a labor- 
saving device. Most men who have bought power machines did so 
because they were tired of paying from 75 cents to $1.25 an hour 
for inefficient and undependable yardmen. Owners found it a real 
economy to buy a power machine and do the work themselves. If 
a mower costs $150, that amounts to only $15 a year if the mower 
lasts for ten years, and with proper care it should last longer. 
New owners always wonder why they put off getting a machine. 

A power mower is fast because it cuts a wider swath than the 
average hand machine, and with power a man moves faster and 
lets the machine do the hard work. It probably comes down to 
this: If your lawn can be cut in an hour by hand, there isn’t 
much economy in buying a power mower, although one would 
take the strain out of the work. For larger lawns, power is a 
definite economy. If you have to struggle to cut a slope, power 


pays for itself in added comfort in a few weeks. 


What Size to Buy? 


Once you decide to buy a power outfit, the basic question is 
this—what size should you get? 

Mowers are talked about by the width of their cut. Hand 
mowers are usually 16 or 18 inches, but a few are wider. Power 
mowers start at 18 inches and seldom go wider than 24 or 25 
inches for the recommended family size. Machines wider than 
25 inches are generally used on estates or where grass-cutting is 
really a big-size chore. 

My own machine is a 27-incher and too large and heavy for 
ordinary family use. It is ruggedly built and will cut grass faster 
than a smaller mower, but it is tiring to handle after an hour or 
two, especially if you make many turns. It is a nuisance in 
the garage in winter, too heavy to move up and down cellar 
steps, and too large to go in the back of a car to take to a 
repair shop. 

After using an 18-inch power model, my own feeling is that 
this size is too small to bother with. If you need power at all, you 
had better get a larger machine. For, in cutting grass, you usually 
lap over about three inches so you won't skip any, and that means 
with an 18-inch mower you cut only 15 inches at a time. You 
don’t really need power to do that. 

For practical purposes you can lump the 20- and 21-inch sizes 
together. If two rival machines are equal on other counts, how- 
ever, the 21-inch would always be preferred because it would 
cut 5.9% more grass in the same period (allowing for the three- 
inch overlap). 

So your choice is really narrowed down to deciding between 
the 21-inch model and the 24-incher. (There are only a few 
25-inch machines.) There is more difference between 21 and 
24 inches than you would believe at first. Because of the overlap 
you throw away, you are not comparing 24 with 21, but 21 with 
18. Hence, a 24-inch mower will cut 16.7% more grass than a 
21-incher; 23.5% 


40% more than an 18-inch blade. If you cut grass for nearly six 


more than a 20-incher; and a very impressive 


months, as I do, those savings in a single season amount to a 
lot of man-hours. For example, if your grass takes six hours 
to cut with a 21-inch power mower, it could be cut in five hours 


with a 24-inch machine. An hour a week at a dollar an hour is 





$26 a season if you hire a yardman. However, if you can cut your 
entire lawn in an hour or two with a 21-inch machine, maybe 


that’s fast enough for your needs. 


Look for Maneuverability 

Next to size, the most important consideration is maneuvera- 
bility. If your yard is filled with shrubs, flower beds, and 
other hazards that turn grass-cutting into an obstacle race, you 
should be especially concerned with how easy or difficult a 
machine will be to operate. Mowers that cannot be easily turned, 
stopped, put through other maneuvers are tiring to use. (We've 
taken out a few spotty flower beds to streamline and simplify 
this problem. Curving lawn shapes are best for power mowers.) 

Because the clutch control is the key to starting, stopping, 
and turning, you should pay close attention to how it is designed. 
Usually the control is on the mower handle and by moving it 
in or out, the lower end of a steel rod of flexible steel wire 
engages the clutch. Only a smooth clutch will let you move for- 
ward slowly, an inch at a time if necessary, when you are 
cutting around a delicate shrub, or close to the roots of a tree. 
If the clutch is hard to handle, or jumpy in action, you will 
quickly become fatigued as well as exasperated. 

Grass-cutting is one job in which running in circles is recom- 
mended. By making big, sweeping turns you save time because 
you are cutting grass steadily. But there are always times when 
you have to make sharp turns. You can do this by disengaging 
the clutch so the machine stops, turn the mower by hand, then 
engage the clutch and go merrily on your way. Or you can leave 
the wheels turning, rock the mower back, and turn it on its 
wooden rollers, lower the wheels and move on. This latter method 
is faster. A wooden roller that is divided into three or four 


sections helps you pivot more easily. (Continued on page 199)

value in anticipating future ex- 
penses, even if that account is not 
used in a comparison of rental vs.

In keeping the Monthly Cash Ac- 
count, the expenditures for each

month in the second column of the 
page, 
totals are then summed up at the 
end of the year. (If the year’s items 
take more than one page, make a 
sub-total at the end of each page 


account and the monthly 


and carry this over to the next 
page, as shown in the illustration.) 
This arrangement permits you read- 
ily to compare the total expendi- 
tures from one month to another, 
from one month to the correspond- 
ing month in other years, and from 
year to year. 

These comparisons have several 
uses. By giving a clue to your past 
average monthly outlay, they can 
help you to keep check on your 
latent extravagance or to forecast 
your future outlays. Some months, 
such as those in which taxes fall 
due, will be a heavier drain than 
other months. Your past monthly 
records will point these out so that 
you can plan ahead. The account 
will also point out the months of 
relatively light expenditure in which 
it would consequently be easiest 
to take on some special expendi- 
ture like a paint job or a major 
repair. 


S YOU build up your account 

book, you will add several pages 
for a number of special accounts. 
These other accounts are for the 
purpose of keeping more particular 
watch on the different kinds of ex- 
penditures that go with home-own- 
ing. Thus there will be a page on 
which you will show the mortgage 
payments only—two such pages 
if you have a second mortgage as 
well as a first, as in the unfortu- 
nate case of our illustration. There 
will also be a page devoted solely 
to insurance expenditures, one on 
which to record taxes, one on which 
to keep special track of the service 
often in- 


expenditures that are 


cluded in house rents 
but not in rent for a single family 


house. Another page will be used 


apartment 


for repair and maintenance ex- 
penditures, and a final one for 
improvements to the property and 
what may be called capital replace- 
ments, such as a 


new range or 


refrigerator after the first one 
wears out. There should be six or 


seven of these special pages. 


The task created by these special 
accounts is not as formidable as it 
may appear. All the items that are 
to go in the special accounts will be 
found in the Monthly Cash Ac- 
faithfully 
kept. For instance, taking the first 


count, if it has been 
month’s entries in our illustration, 
the two mortgage payments will be 
transferred to the mortgage ac- 
counts; the gas bill, the garbage 
collection charge, the fuel bill, and 
the electric bill to the service ac- 
count; the 


insulation expense to 


the improvement account. 


HESE transfers can be made at 
Le convenient time, for the basic 
record will always be found in the 
Monthly Cash Account. A monthly 
transfer is best. It will take only 
ten or fifteen minutes each month 
after the initial accounts have been 
set up, unless you have really let 
yourself go during the particular 
month. Moreover. it is always best 
to be regular about these business 
matters. Regularity in accounting 
encourages circumspection in ex- 
penditures, so you will not only be 
kept informed of what you have 
spent but you will be likely to 
spend less money and spend it more 
wisely. 

Of course, a bi-monthly or quar- 
terly or even semi-annual recording 
in the various special accounts is 
possible. But the longer you let the 
interval become, the more tedious 
will be the task, and what takes 
only a pleasant few minutes each 
month may take a bering hour or 
more if left until the end of six. 
Regularity isn’t painful after you 
get used to it, and it will end by 
providing you any time at a mo- 
ment’s glance with such useful in- 
formation as where you stand in 
paying off that mortgage, how your 
fuel bills this winter compare with 
those of last year, how your taxes 
stack up with your neighbor’s (if 
you can worm the information from 
him), what your average mainte- 
nance cost is over the years, how 
much yalue you have added to the 
property.

How to avoid the 


headaches 


of country living 


There is nothing unusual about country 


living as far as most household services are 


concerned. The only plaguing problems 


are those of electricity, water, and sewage 


By Stanley Schuler 


URELY from a mechanical stand- 
point, the country is no place to 
live. I speak with feeling: 

We took title to our home the day 
after the New England hurricane of 
1944, and we’ve been fighting the 
battle of water supply, electric out- 
ages, and plumbing stoppages ever 
since. 

Of course, I wouldn’t trade the 
country for the suburbs. But there 
are times—like this morning, when 
the water pump refused to operate 
—when it’s hard to curb the green 
envy that rises with the pleasant 
thought of city-owned-and-operated 
water, sewage, and gas systems. 

Yes, the urban and suburban life 
has its points. But somehow I can’t 
help feeling (though Ive never 
seen proof) that if you plan right 
in the first place, the mechanical 
problems of the country home will 
never crowd you to the point of 
saying, “I’ve had enough.” 

As far as I’m concerned, the old 
saw about “quality pays” 
made more sense than it does to the 
country homeowner. For instance, 


never 


the water pump that came with our 
place was one of those tough, 


quality products that had already 


been going strong for 25 years. But 
the motor that drove it was an un- 
known brand with the stamina of 
a spavined mule. Result: No water 
on many more than one occasion. 

Hence, my rule is when you live 
in the country, be doubly certain to 
buy the best. You'll save yourself 
more than one unhappy session 
without, say, water—but with a 
maximum of work. 

Rule No. 2 is even more extrava- 
gant, but equally important: Plan 
for the worst. If a 550-gallon septic 
tank is adequate, but a 750-gallon 
tank will prevent a sewage-less Sun- 
day, put in the latter. Sooner or 
later one of your house services is 
going to tie up in knots for a couple 
of days, and then you'll wish you 
had thought to save yourself at 
least a few hours of pioneer living. 

Actually, in the clutch, every 
household mechanical service seems 
of paramount importance. You can’t 
do without any one of them. Not 
in this modern age, anyway. But 
if you'll allow me a choice, Vl 
take electricity before all else. After 
all, it lights my lights, operates my 
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oil burner, pumps my water, re- 
frigerates and cooks my _ food, 
washes my clothes, and all with no 
worry on my part—until along 
comes a storm. 

I know, a storm in the country 
is often very nice. You fall asleep 
to the sound of rain drumming on 
the roof, and when you awaken next 
morning, the air is as scrubbed and 
fresh as Crater Lake. 

But storms also have an insidious 
habit of lopping limbs off of trees. 
And tree limbs land on power lines. 
And then there is no electricity. 

Unfortunately, the average single 
homeowner has little control over 
the power lines that service him. 
So long as American utilities per- 
sist in stringing wires on poles 
along highways and byways, there 
is always the chance that the line 
will be knocked out. 


UT that ten, fifty, or a hundred 

feet between the transformer on 
the power company’s creosoted pole 
and the main fuse box in your 
house—they’re yours. So put your 
service entrance wires underground. 

It’s more expensive, to be sure. 
Heavy parkway cable, as it is 
called, costs more than the wire 
used for overhead stringing, and so 
does the installation. But it won’t 
wear out with age; lightning can’t

strike it and blow a fuse in your 
basement; and it won’t take a tum- 
ble—a dangerous snapping, sput- 
tering tumble—under the weight of 
a weary bough. 

Water supply is the next crucial 
problem for the country man. 

Well do I recall the dismal sight, 
following one of those dreadful ice 
storms that occasionally strikes the 
North, of dejected country dwellers 
toiling up and down Connecticut’s 
hills with buckets of water from a 
well. Since I wasn’t then one of 
them, I could only sympathize. 

But several later, right 
after we moved into our home in 
the hills, came a hurricane. And 


years 


then the sympathy was all for our- 
selves. 

The storm warnings had been out 
all day, and one old-timer hastened 
down the road to advise my wife to 
fill a tub with water “because there 
probably won’t be any electricity 
(and no pump) a few hours from 
now.” So Elizabeth did just that. 
Unfortunately, she neglected to tell 
our young daughter that this was 
an emergency. Ashley, being a tidy 
soul, just couldn’t stand a tub full 
of water with no bather in sight. 
And by the time we had discevered 
that she had pulled the plug, there 
wasn’t any water. Only endless trips

We were lucky then (and since 
then on less crucial occasions) be- 
cause we had an old-fashioned shal- 
low well. Two of them, in fact. And 
all we or our neighbors had to do 
was throw a bucket down and 
come up with a couple of gallons 
of water. That’s the real reason 
why I’m partial to shallow wells. 

But I won’t insist that they are 
better, from every standpoint, than 
a drilled dwell; because I guess 
they aren’t. What you save in orig- 
inal cost you may lose in failing 
or contaminated water supply. 

This much I do know about wells 
and water supplies, however: You 
must have tip-top grade pumping 
equipment. And obviously, to main- 
tain a decent flow of water in the 
house, you need an adequate water 
tank—the bigger the better, in the 
long run. 

More importantly, I recommend 
a close alliance, a water agreement, 
with your nearest neighbor. 

This, I confess, is not always prac- 
tical. It isn’t if your neighbor lives 
more than several hundred feet 
away. It isn't if he’s a cantankerous 
soul. It isn’t if he is likely to move 
out of the neighborhood. It is a 
feasible idea only if you and he 
have amicable relations. 


UR own water agreement came 

about by chance. In the old days 
before we acquired our home and 
our present neighbor bought his, 
both houses were owned by one 
man. Naturally enough, since the 
houses were no more than 200 yards 
apart and the well was in between, 
he served both houses from the 
same well with the same pump. 

This arrangement continued for 
some months after the houses were 
sold to us and to the present neigh- 
bor. Then finally, and very sensibly, 
the p.n. decided he ought to have 
his own water supply. 

But when he put it in he very 
smartly did not sever the line from 
our well to his house. Instead, he 
connected the new line from his 
well to the old line. A cut-off valve 
went in at this juncture. 

Now we have the perfect, and 
frequently life-saving, arrangement. 
If something immediately irrepar- 
able happens to our pump, I merely 
open the valve and the neighbor’s 
pump pumps his well water into 
our house. Similarly, if something 
happens to his pump, I can pump 
my well water into his house. Thus, 
unless catastrophe befalls us both 
at the neither of us is 
ever long without water. 


same time, 


This same arrangement I recom- 


mend to any new country dwellers 
who are pretty sure that they will 
not get into each other’s hair. 

And just in case of an area-wide 
emergency, I’d advise installation, 
if at all possible, of an old-fash- 
ioned hand-powered water pump— 
a much neater and simpler water- 
getting method than the rope-and- 
bucket one. 

Having now got the two most es- 
sential services into the country 
home, the problem is to get rid of 
some waste. 


EWAGE is not often a headache, 

although occasionally it can bring 
on an awful attack of migraine. But 
that is usually your own fault: You 
forgot to call in the man to pump 
out your waste tank, 

In days past country people had 
a choice of sewage systems, the 
cesspool or the septic tank. Now 
the former, for a variety of reasons 
has just about faded from the pic- 
ture. Most sanitation men agree 
that the septic tank, connected to a 
proper underground absorption sys- 
tem, is the best method of disposing 
of liquid wastes without nuisance 
and with relatively little danger of 
polluting nearby wells. Further 
than that, the septic tank, unlike 
the cesspool, can be used with a 
garbage disposal in the kitchen 
sink, It’s a real convenience in the 
country. 

Installation of such a sewage sys- 
tem is neither difficult nor expen- 
sive. But it is certainly a job for 
an experienced contractor. 

Beyond this point, the country 
home does not differ materially 
from the suburban home. If you 
cook and heat water by gas, you 
merely use bottled gas instead of 
gas from a main. It is not so effi- 
cient or economical as electricity, 
but it doesn’t fail unless, of course, 
you forget to order a refill when 
the supply runs low. 

Home heating is home heating 
no matter where you live. Refrig- 
eration is refrigeration. Plumbing 
is plumbing. Laundries, laundries. 
And so on. 

But electricity, water, and sew- 
age are real problems unless you 
put as much thought and care and 
money into their installation as you 
put into the planning and construc- 
tion of the house itself.

Water is safest for any spot of unknown 
origin; if that doesn’t work, let it dry and follow up with 
dry-cleaning fluid. And don’t forget that moths thrive on 
neglected grease spots. If Junior spills his water or milk 
on a twist or frieze rug, don’t rub the rug while it’s wet. 
Just blot it up and delay rubbing until rug has dried. 


EXPERT ADVICE | 


Home shampooing of room-size rugs is seldom successful, | 
sometimes fatal. However, if you have no alternative, avoid 
ammonia-based compounds above all. They bleach out color. 
Another tip: New rugs and sometimes older ones “sprout,” 
—a tuft rears its head above the others. It’s nothing to 
worry about unless you are unwise enough to pull out 
the sprout. Just level it off with sharp shears. 


STAIR CARE 


Stair carpeting takes its worst beating at the nose of each 
step. Forestall this day of reckoning by leaving an extra 
piece of rug at one end. Just shift carpeting as situation 
calls for it, so fresh areas are brought over nosings. Extra- 
thick padding at nosings cuts down wear, too. Above all, 
choose carpeting that can take heavy traffic. 





HOOKED RUGS 


Lovely they are and lovely they stay, if you treat them 
well. No shaking, please. And this goes for any and all 
rugs. Modern hooked rugs take safely to vacuuming with 
any but a rubber-agitator type of cleaner. But never 
vacuum an antique; stick to a carpet sweeper, or soft 
brush. And warn the cleaner to whom you entrust your 
treasure to dry-clean only. Even modern, washable hooked 
rugs need reshaping and brushing by an expert to pre- 
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serve their beauty. And if you cherish any hooked rug, : wet s 65 Quart Pp 
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only yarn snips left in the pile when the rug was made. 
Vacuuming is perfectly safe and helps pick up fluff. 
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Vacuum in the direction of the pile. Move with it to avoid 
shading (dark and light areas). Before traveling from a 
dark rug to a light one, be sure bottom of vacuum is 
cleaned of dark fluff it may have acquired. Keeping con- 
tacting mechanism of vacuum scrupulously clean is man- 
datory with all light rugs. A wiping with carbon tetra- 
chloride does the trick. 


A SOFT BERTH 


Imagine what would happen to you if your bed didn’t 
have a mattress. Rugs don’t fare much better without a 
cushion between them and the hard floor. There’s nothing 
like padding to lengthen the life and good looks of a rug.

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HOW TO MAKE A MASTERPIECE

Entirely too many people seem to 
do handwork more for the sedative 
and anaesthetic effect it has on their 
minds, than for the stimulation and 
fun of doing creative work. The 
sedative approach to rug-making 
will not produce a rug masterpiece. 

A really great rug, such as the 
one shown on the front cover. must 
be of museum caliber. It should 
have far more than smooth, con- 
trolled craftsmanship. A project 
you are to work on for months or 
years is not worth the doing, either 
in time or money, unless it has more 
style, more character, more beauty, 
and more appropriateness for your 
house and furnishings than any you 
could buy ready-made. In short, a 
rug is a big enough project to war- 
rant being a design triumph as well 
as a craftsmanship triumph. 

The needlepoint rug on the front 
cover was made by Mrs. Elise Hop- 
kins of Carmel, California, who 
worked two or three hours a day 
for two and one-half years. Mrs. 
Hopkins is not an artist. so she 
paid $50 to an artist to roughly 
sketch up the flower motifs. and 
generally arrange the little ones

other 


in relation to the big ones. 
Mrs. Hopkins did all the 
creative work, which meant choos- 
ing the colors for the flowers, actu- 
ally placing the flowers in the right 
places so they composed well with 
each other. Her actual cash invest- 
ment, for courses and wool, was 
$467. Since the rug has been fin- 
ished she has been offered as much 
as $15,000 for her masterpiece. 
Another look at the cover. and 
you'll see why—it’s not because the 
stitches are even and smooth, but 
because the design is fresh, beauti- 
fully color-schemed, boldly 
conceived. It’s the kind of design 
that makes the room that holds it— 
without help from any other fur- 
nishings. Jt has that fine, elusive, 
usually expensive quality called 
style. Yet its intrinsic cost was but 
a fraction of its market 
value.

To be authentic, a hooked rug 
must be made from old materials. 
preferably old woolen bathrobes. 
dresses, trousers, children’s clothes, 
discarded lightweight blankets, and 
so forth. 

If you have no old clothes around 
the house or have given them away 
to the Salvation Army, you can buy 
them back very reasonably, or pur-

The only other equipment neces- 
sary is a hook, a pair of scissors, 
a wooden frame, and the foundation 
material. The most durable founda- 
tion material, and the one used by 
the pioneers. was homespun linen, 
but since that’s practically non- 
existent. the next best buy is two- 
thread monk’s cloth or burlap, both 
of which retail for about $1.50 a 
yard. 

For a frame, all you need are 
four long pieces of 3” x 1” finished 
white pine and four clamps, or if 
you prefer to buy a ready-made 
frame. they cost about $10 each 
and are available in all department 
stores. 

In any event, if you buy all your 
material and your new tools, the 
original investment on a hooked 
rug, 3’ x 5’, should amount to less 
than $50. 

Once you've committed yourself 
to making a hooked rug, it’s best 
to start it under the guidance of 
an instructor. She will point out 
to you that the technique of hook- 
ing (not to be confused with yarn 
punching as taught in needlecraft 
shops) is. ridiculously easy. It 
merely consists of pushing your 
hook through burlap or monk’s 
cloth stretched taut on a wooden 
frame, hooking a strip of woolen 
material, and then pulling the ma- 
terial up through the foundation to 
form a loop. An even series of 
loops makes a rug. That’s all there 
is to it. 

As for instructors, you can find 
them among your friends, in the 
classified telephone book, or in the 
adult education handcraft classes 
of most public school systems. 

For the beginner, an instructor 
is necessary and therefore invalu- 
able. yield the

Braided Rugs 
According to experienced rug- 
skill is needed to 
make a braided rug than a hooked 
one. The secret lies in knowing the 
technique that will properly pro- 
duce a rug that lies flat and is well- 
proportioned color-wise.

The actual rug-making is a three- 
fold First, you cut up 
your materials. Then, you sew these 
by machine into long strips. The 
long strips are braided into a plait.

Compared to hooking, these three 
processes require a bit of muscular 
agility which seems to make the 
job appealing to those women who 
are tired of doing a lot of dainty 
handwork. 

As in learning to hook, a skilled 
teacher is necessary in learning to 
braid. She can give you, for ex- 
ample. a few very important rules 
of thumb. In order to make a rug 
9 x 12’, you must start with a 
center braid 3’ in length. The center 
braid is always equal to the desired 
length of the rug minus its width.

nique. Until you’ve had some ex- 
perience in the craft, it’s also pru- 
dent to let a professional worker 
plan your color scheme and appor- 
tion your woolen strips. 

The basic aesthetic appeal of a 
braided rug lies in its size and 
its sweep of color rather than in its 
artistry of design. In fact, a simple 
oval rug is much more appropriate 
in this medium than figure eights 
or clover leaves or other tricky 
motifs. 

Here again, visits to museums, 
antique shops, and handcraft ex- 
hibits will help the beginner devel- 
op a taste for what is best and 
beautiful in the braided rug. 


Needlepoint Rugs 

Needlepoint (also called tapestry 
or embroidery) rugs are the most 
luxurious, chic, and stylish of all 
handmade rugs. They have a rich- 
ness, worth, and elegance that 
places them on a par with all the 
fabulous rugs of history—Aubus- 
sons, Bessarabians, etc. 

For those of you unfamiliar with 
such floor-coverings, there is a tend- 
ency to regard them as fine delicate 
pieces of embroidery too perishable 
to be walked on. Actually, they’re 
nothing of the sort. 

A needlepoint rug is made of 
heavy, durable yarn sewn on a 
tough, coarse canvas netting. Be- 
cause of this, a needlepoint rug is 
as practical and durable as any 


other type of rug. Moreover, the | 
technique of making one is easier | 
than hooking or braiding and goes | 





very fast. One rug-maker, well- | 


known in the field, estimates that 
she could complete a rug. 9’ x 12’, 
in four months by merely working 
one hour or so each evening. Such a 
rug might be worth anywhere from 
$1,500 to $5,000, depending on the 
beauty and style of the pattern. 
By working on canvas strips. 
three to four feet wide, and by 


seaming them together, you can | 


make a needlepoint rug of any size | 


or shape. This is a distinct advan- 


tage oyer the hooked and braided | 


rugs where your rug size is limited 
respectively by the size of your 
frame and the amount of working 
space you have available. 

In needlepoint rugs, the choice of 
color and design is limitless. They 
can be Victorian, Provincial.

The materials will cost you more 
than for other types of rugs, but 
the result will be worth the original 
investment. The unstamped canvas

And this brings us up to the 
question of how much you need to 


know about carpet weaves. A while 


back we pointed out that in car- 
pet-buying you get more when you 
pay more. This is not to say that 
you can’t reach a point of dimin- 
ishing returns in rugs as well as 
in everything else. You may well 
ask how closely woven can you get 
when you learn that you can buy 
Chenille for $25 a yard on up to 
over $100. When you get into such 
blue-sky brackets the extra price 
is buying custom design and intri- 
cate, not-to-be-duplicated art. But 
even without considering price you 
may discover that it is not particu- 
larly to your advantage always to 
buy the most expensive grades if 
your living conditions don’t require 
the kind of performance they are 
capable of giving. It’s like building 
a steel house when wood will do 
the job. For this reason we think 
it’s the 
characteristics of the chief types 
of carpet that you'll find on the 
market now. Then you can judge 


a sound notion to learn 


for yourself which investment will 
do the best carpeting job for you. 


HE names of the four kinds of 
| H carpet weaves are probably at 
| least you— 
Chenille, Wilton, Axminster, and 
Velvet. Mind you, they are not 
trade names or pattern names, but 
generically different meth- 
ods of manufacture. Each type of

The pile is deep and luxu- 
rious, often an inch or more 
thick. It takes to hand-carving like 
a dream so most hand-sculptured 
rugs are in this weave. There are 
no color limitations to Chenille, 
either, and it can be woven in 
irregular shapes, so it is particu- 
larly desirable for special order, 
custom-made carpets, which is 
where you are most likely to find 
it. By reason of its great wool con- 
tent, it is a heavy-duty carpet, fre- 
quently used in public places 
where traffic is rugged. But its rich- 
ness and adaptability to custom 
design also make it a rug of great 
elegance in home decoration. It 
can be woven up to 30’ wide and 
costs from $20 a square yard up. 


UT just one word of warning 
here. Chenille, because it has 
come to signify great quality, is a_ 
much-abused word. If you see on 
the market an inexpensive rug, 
woven of furry-looking strips and 
looking the same on both sides, 
don’t believe them if they call it 
Chenille. It is actually a far less 
complicated weave known as Smyr- 
na, frequently used for cotton bath 
mats and for rugs made of re- 
used rug and clothing wool. Smyrna 
is dandy for many purposes but it 
isn’t Chenille by a long shot. 
Wilton is another weave with a 
luxury connotation because so 
much wool goes into its making. 
There are those who think a wor- 
sted Wilton rug is the best-wear- 
ing rug ever. It is a rug of “buried 
yarns’ —a situation that occurs as 
a result of the weaving process. 
This is done on. Jacquard looms 
on a principle similar to the weav- 
ing of brocade. You can get five 
or six colors in a Wilton pattern 
—no more—but in weaving the 
pattern the yarn that shows up or 
the surface is on top of other yarn 
which is buried in the background. 
You are buying a lot of wool that 
you can’t see, but you get fine 
compact pile and excellent under- 
footing and durability. Wiltons are 
woven with very little jute, and the

It has a stiff, ridged jute 
backing, so constructed that the 
rug will roll only one way—length- 
wise. Its weaving process, which 
simulates the Oriental tied-down 
tuft, lets it have an unlimited num- 
ber of colors in its design. The 
most colorful domestic rugs are 
usually what the carpet dealers 
term “Ax.” Axminster has suffered 
in the past from an unfair reputa- 
tion for cheapness, but the truth is 
that it is made in a great variety 
of grades from low-price quality 
to fine, varying in closeness of tufts 
and pile height. A high-grade Ax- 
minster may have as many as 
eleven rows to the inch, an inex- 
pensive grade as low as five. It is 
not recommended for heavy wear, 
as Wilton and Chenille are, but it 
can serve more than adequately in 
rooms where there is reasonable 
trafic and provides lots of color 
where it’s needed. Axminster is 
woven up to 15’ in width, and is 
priced from around $6 to $13 a 
square yard. 

Velvet is the least complicated 
of all carpets. All the yarn used 
in it shows up on the surface. It 
is not particularly noted for luxu- 
riousness, but it takes moderate 
trafic well. It regularly comes in 
solid colors only, and nowadays 
is frequently done in twisted yarns. 
You'll also see Velvets with un- 
cut, or looped, pile. Whenever it 
is patterned, as it occasionally is 
for commercial installations, the 
design, incredibly enough, is dyed 
into the yarn before the carpet is 
woven. As the carpet is loomed the 
colors come along in the right 
places and produce the pattern, 
usually a little hazy and uneven 
but nice to look at. Velvet is 
woven up to 18’ in width, priced at 
about $9 to $16 a square yard. 


ESIDES these four well-known 
be you may hear tell of 
special weaves. Some mighty hand- 
some carpets are being woven in 
them these days, chiefly textured 
or embossed rugs with pile of 
varying heights. Actually they are 
all developments of or variations 
on the four old tried-and-trues and 
a signal that the carpet industry is 
not simply resting on its oars, giy- 
ing you the same old thing year 
after year. 

This should give you an idea of 
what to expect in the rug market. 
Your final choice should depend 
on how carefully you 
anced your particular needs against 
what each kind of carpet can give 
you.

For the success of a rug, like 


almest every other thing in the 


world, depends on how well it does 
the job it’s supposed to do. 

Now to help vou further find 
your way among the rugs and car- 
pets, here’s a glossary of terms you 
may hear bandied about: 


Aubusson: a fine old French rug, 
Louis XIV style, woven in a flat 
tapestry weave, and distinguished 
by delicate patterns of flowers, 
ribbons, and scrolls in pastel col- 
rs. Rare these days, but modern 
rugs sometimes borrow the patterns. 
Brussels: carpet woven on a Wil- 
ton loom but with an uncut loop 
pile, instead of a sheared, velvety 
surface. Very popular with the 
Victorians. Patterns were strong on 
all-over 
adopted today.

Friezé yarn: a tightly twisted car- 
pet yarn which gives the pile of a 
rug a rough, nubby look, often 
responsible for that engraved effect 
you see in some carpets. 


Ground color: 


( the background 
color of a patterned or figured rug. 


Heather yarn: a mixture of black, 
brown, and gray natural wool with 
a dash of red and green. Woven 
effect is tweedy. 


Jacquard: name of the man who 
devised the kind of complicated 
loom that weaves Wilton carpet. 
Loom was originally designed to 
machine-weave such intricate fab- 
rics as brocade and damask. 


Ingrain carpet: you don’t see this 
around any more but Great Grand- 
ma knew it well. In case you’d like 
to know, it was woven of yarn that 
had been dyed before weaving and 
so loomed that the pattern showed 
through on both sides. 


Jaspé: name given to irregular, 
blurry stripes of two hues of the

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Patent back carpet: carpets which 
have been given special treatments 
on their underside so they may be 
cut without raveling. Treatment 
may be a plastic coat applied to 
a woven carpet, or the tufts of the 
carpet may be anchored im rubber 
cement and then applied to a fabric 
backing. Such carpet can be easily 
cut around jogs or cut out to al- 
low the insertion of design motifs. 


Pitch: carpet-maker’s term for the 
number of construction units per 
27 inches along the width of a 
wool carpet. This means the num- 
ber of rows in 27 inches along 
bottom edge of your carpet. The 
higher the pitch, the closer the 
weave, the higher the price. 

Savonnerie: very durable old 
French hand-tufted carpet, origi- 
nating in the Seventeenth Century. 
Deep-pile tufts were hand-knotted 
to the back, the design showing up 
on both sides. Occasionally made 
today. Typical designs very florid. 


Sculptured rug: precise meaning 
is rug of a very deep pile which 
has been cut by hand into raised 
patterns so pile has varied depths. 
Actually the name is now given to 
rugs which the trade itself calls 
“embossed.” These have been 
woven to simulate hand-sculptur- 
ing by omitting tufts, combining 
looped pile with cut pile, or simi- 
larly creating a carved effect. 


Self-tone: carpet design which uses 
two or more shades of the same 
color, usually achieving a raised or 
embossed effect. When two shades 
are used this may also be called 
“tone on tone” or “two-tone.” 


Shading: this is the name for the 
glossy patches you sometimes see 
in carpet. It means that the pile 
yarn has been crushed so that the 
smooth sides of the pile catch the 
light. Such areas may look like a 
different color from the uncrushed 
pile, but they're not. This usually 
occurs when the air in a room is 
too dry. Far from being a defect 
in a carpet, this is an indication of 
good quality because only the best 
wool and the deepest piles shade. 


HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


Shedding: this is the fluffing that 
happens with all new carpets. It is 
merely the short ends of yarn, left 
when the pile was cut, working 
their way up to the surface of the 
rug. It stops soon, doesn’t mean 
the rug is coming apart. 


Sheen-type rug: a machine-made 
Oriental, which has been given a 
chemical treatment to give it luster. 


Smyrna: a weave, sometimes er- 
roneously called “Chenille,” which 
uses a furry type of yarn, some- 
times cotton, sometimes wool, pro- 
ducing a reversible rug. 


Sprouting: this happens when lit- 
tle tag ends of threads poke their 
way up above the pile of a carpet. 
They’re lengths of 
threads used in holding down the 
carpet tufts. But don’t pull them. 
Cut them even with the pile. 


just excess 


Special weaves: these are carpet- 
ings which seem to fall into none 
of the four generally-made com- 
mercial carpet types. But they usu- 
ally represent variations in these 
weaves, are frequently high-style 
and high-priced. 


Tapestry: carpet with uncut pile, 
woven on a Velvet loom. Not really 
tapestry at all but so called be- 
cause it looks like it. 


Hard-twist carpet: carpet woven 
with yarn which has been tightly 
twisted under pressure before it 
goes into the loom. Result is a 
hard, often nubbly yarn which un- 
winds slightly when the pile is cut 
giving a curiously two-tone tex- 
tured look to the carpet surface. 
Some twists are given a treatment 
that insures that they'll stay 
twisted for the life of the rug 
during shampoos and all. 


Top colors: colors of the yarns in 
the pattern of a carpet, as opposed 
to the background color. 


Wires: metal wires used in carpet 
Weaving to raise the yarn to form 
the pile. In rugman’s parlance, the 
word is used as a measurement 
of the number of rows along the 
length. or side, of a carpet. The 
more wires there are, the closer 
the weave will be.

office can now set up three- to ten- 
day independent itineraries for 
travel in Germany. And American 
Overseas Airlines points out that 
-everal German travel bureaus are 
again on the job with escorted 
tours through Northern and South- 
ern Germany in new buses with 
radio, bar, and washroom. About 
$15 a day does it, they say, includ- 
ing a visit to the Rhine-wine cel- 
lars at Rudesheim, dinner at a 
student’s inn in Heidelberg, opera 
or a concert at Munich, and a boat 
trip on the Koenigsee in the heart 
of Berchtesgaden. 


Dollar Wise 

While it is always wise to take 
traveler’s checks abroad, it is wiser 
just now to take along at least a 
few American dollars. It’s easy to 
spend American money almost any- 
where. But converting foreign 
money back into American money, 
or even into that of another coun- 
try, is something else again. Thus, 
if you must cash a traveler’s check 
to pay last-minute bills, you may 
find yourself leaving a country 
with a pocketful of change which 
has nothing but souvenir value the 
minute you’ve crossed the border. 
But if you reserve, say, five dollars 
in American folding money—not 
coin—for each country you will 
visit, you can use it to pay your 
way out, and break even. 

Find out also just how far you 
can go toward setting yourself up 
currency-wise before you leave 
home. In some cases you save by 
buying foreign money here. But 
some countries limit the amount 
of their own money you can bring 
in. Or there may be a simpler way, 
like the Hotel Coupon Book Amer- 
ican Airlines advises for travelers 
in Germany—100 Deutschmarks, 
purchasable here at the legal ex- 
change rate, at this minute around 
30 cents per mark, and very handy 
when it comes to paying bills in a 
foreign language.

\ver smell spiced wine brewing? 

If you did, you'll know why King 
Cole called for a bowl of hot wine 
along with all those pipes and fid- 
dlers. It’s fun to make and good to 
serve in this crisp weather. And 
you needn't buy the very best wine 
for the purpose, either. 

To accompany these drinks, don’t 
pick anything too sweet. Let the 
wine carry the flavor and choose its 
background for texture—say a fine 
plain cake topped with nuts, or 
crunchy cookies. or even buttered

toast. Doughnuts were 
with mulled wines in’ Grand- 


mother’s day. 
Basically, all of these recipes 


consist of wine. spiced with cinna- 


mon and cloves, and mixed with 
brandy, fruit juices, or hot water. 
You can work infinite variations 
on the theme by changing the pro- 
portions and adding other spices 
or fruits. 

There are two precautions. First. 
never boil any of these drinks in 
the making, for boiling will evap- 
orate the alcohol and leave bitter- 
ness behind. Second, if you serve 
them in glasses, be sure to put a 
spoon in each glass when you pour 
in the hot wine—if you don’t, the 


heat may break the glass. 


English Bishop 
If you have an open fireplace. 


you can enjoy this one long before 
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you drink it. It would be wonderful 
in the country on a winter week end. 
Serves 4. 

1 bottle red port 1 tablespoon brown 


3 jiggers cognac sugar 


1 orange orange 


5 doz. whole cloves 

Stud orange thickly with cloves, 
dip in cognac, dust with brown 
sugar. Brown on skewer in fire- 
place (or under the broiler) until 
sugar caramels. Then quarter the 
orange, place in a saucepan with 
the port and simmer, tightly cov- 
ered, for 20 minutes. Just before 
pouring, add 2 jiggers of cognac. 
For a _ special touch, serve it 
flambé with a little extra cognac 
floating on top. 

One variation of the Bishop uses 
honey in place of the brandy, an- 
other substitutes a roasted lemon 
for the orange, and the juice of 
half a lemon for the brandy. 


Spiced Claret, Port, Cognae 


Easier to make than the Bishop, 
here’s a luxury drink that was ven- 
erable even in Queen Bess’s day. 
It makes four good, sound drinks. 


3 cups claret 2 pinches cinnamon 


1 cup port 2 pinches nutmeg 
% cup cognac Rind of 1 lemon, cut 
6 cloves spirally

Port Wine Negus 
Here is another old _ favorite, 
lighter in taste than the wine-and- 
brandy drinks.

1 bottle port 
1 cup boiling water 
1 lemon 


2 ths. granulated 
sugar 
1 tbs. nutmeg 


Pare lemon. Put rind and juice 
of the lemon in top of double 
boiler. Add sugar and port. Heat 
till it steams. Stir in boiling water. 
Strain into mugs or glasses. Fleck 
each glass with nutmeg. If you 
like, add a pinch of allspice, mace, 
and cinnamon to mixture while it 
is cooking.

If it’s sherry you want to spice, 
try this mulled drink which serves

Mozart, as Mozart himself might 
have written it had he lived in the 
Twentieth Century. The joke comes 
off, too, and with a high sparkle. 
Splendidly played. 


Schehera- 
zade, played by the Philadelphia 
Orchestra, Eugene Ormandy con- 
ducting. 

The Scheherazade shares with 
Tchaikovsky’s Nutcracker Suite the 
distinction of being one of the 
favorite pieces of music which is 
based on iegend or fairy tale. Both 
works make a hit with children so 
this is a good album for them. The 
color of the orchestra and the tex- 
ture of the music are as luscious as 
a Persian rug. The tales that Sche- 
herazade tells are tales of adven- 
ture, of the sea, and of Sinbad’s 
ship, of the festival in Bagdad, of 
the shipwreck. They make exciting 
music. The tales do not include any 
of the erotic stories of The Arabian 
Nights, for that would have been 
beyond the ken of Rimsky-Korsa- 
koff, a bearded professor of great 
respectability if ever there was one. 
(Available also as a long-playing 
record.) 


Rimsky-Korsakoff: 


Dvorak; Symphony No. 4, Phil- 
harmonic Symphony of New York, 
conducted by Bruno Walter. 

This symphony stands in the 
shadow of the more famous New 
World Symphony. It is so little 
known that this recording is almost 
in the nature of a discovery. The 
symphony is filled with folk tunes 
and_ the gaiety that 
Dvorak must have found in his be- 
loved Bohemia. A symphony off the 
beaten track, but on a good track.

Pianos, the pianos played by Lhe- 
vinne, Vronsky, and Babin, and ac- 
companied by the Little Orchestra 
Society, Thomas K. Scherman, con- 
ductor. 

This is also little-known music 
and a delightful concerto. Mozart 
wrote it for three pupils he had 
(all too temporarily ) —the Countess 
Lodron and her two daughters. Mo- 
zart made the piano parts not too 
difficult in order not to discourage 
his pupils. A minor masterpiece, 
easy and enchanting.

If you enjoyed the film, or per- 
haps even if you did not (I did 
not), you will enjoy Olivier’s re- 
cording of such scenes as “Oh that 
this too, too solid flesh,” “To be 
or not to be,” Advice to the Play- 
ers and the Play Scene. I think 
that he gives a better performance 
on these records than he did in the 
film. Or am I just imagining that? 
At any rate, I am not quite correct 
in saying that this is a non-musical 
album. Some of William Walton’s 
music which accompanied the film 
is given in the recording, and this 
is outstandingly good music. Ham- 
let isn’t bad, either.

BEHIND THE HOE 


IF WE SHOULD HAVE an early season don’t 
hesitate to do a little outdoor planting in March. 
Remember the warm early spring of 1945? That 
year I had beets, carrots, lettuce, spinach, and 
peas, all up by the first of April. 


DOWN AT AUBURN, ALABAMA, where I once 
lived, “Doc” Isbell taught me the trick of broad- 
casting lettuce and spinach seed where there was 
a loose litter of dead weeds or other plant residue 
to trap the sun’s heat and get the seeds up early. 
That was a aii heinien job in the South, but here 
in the North I’ve used the same scheme as soon 
as the snow disappeared. You don’t have to wait 
for the soil to dry out, and don’t worry about its 
being too cold. These vegetables are very hardy. 


DURING THE VICTORY-GARDEN ERA IT con- 
ducted a survey of garden troubles in several 
suburban communities near Detroit and found 
small size and poor growth from too close spac- 
ing to be even more common than damage from 
insects and diseases. When planning this year’s 
garden, allow plenty of space between rows. par- 
ticularly if you won’t have extra water available. 


DON’T HESITATE to prune your grapevines 
back rather drastically. Grapes are produced on 
new growth and not on wood that developed the 
year before. Pruning won’t necessarily increase 
the total yield but the bunches will be larger. 


AT THE FIRST SIGN OF SPRING you will find 
orchardists out with their spray rigs, getting the 
jump on over-wintered insects and their eggs with

a dormant spray. This is a March job that will 


pay big dividends to the home fruit-grower too. 


ONE EARLY SPRING DAY in an Ontario village 
I saw a row of corrugated cartons, bottoms up, 
along the edge of a neat back yard. A little snoop- 
ing revealed that each box was covering a clump 
of rhubarb that had grown eight inches high as a 
result of the trapped heat. while the uncovered 
rhubarb nearby had barely broken the surface. 


IF YOU MISSED OUT on mulching your straw- 
berries last fall, it’s not too late. A mulch of 
straw reduces the likelihood of root injury 
through the soil heaving which so often occurs 
during the alternate freezing and thawing weather 
of March. And I’ve found that a mulch pays 
double dividends with cleaner berries in June. 


OUR NINE-YEAR-OLD PHILIP jis already talk- 
ing about a vegetable plot of his own again this 
year. Last season he specialized in onions grown 
from sets and sold as scallions to the neighbors. 
He pocketed all the returns and I was out the 
price of the sets. Guess we had better have a 
lesson in cost accounting along with this year’s 
eardening venture. 


EASILY GROWN VEGETABLES that are not 
too touchy about depth of planting are best for 
a child’s own garden. Bill planted three hills of 
potatoes all by himself when he was only four 
years old and got a big thrill out of watching 
them grow. The day he dug them was the event 
of the season, even though the largest was of 
walnut size. 


FROST-HARDY VEGETABLES like cabbage. 
head lettuce. and broccoli can be started under 
glass this month. I’ve found it best to seed about 
six weeks before garden planting time. This 
allows two to three weeks in the seed box and 
three to four weeks in a flat. If you expect your 
garden will be ready to work in late April. sow 
these seeds about the middle of March. 


A SUCCESSFUL GREENHOUSE MAN taught 
me the trick for raising fine onion plants which, 
if set out in early spring, will produce onions 
you can be proud of. Sow the seeds in a flat 
eight weeks before outdoor planting time, in 
rows about 14% inches apart. with four seeds 
per inch or row. Give plenty of light and grow 


in a cool room. 


REGARDLESS of what kind of plants you grow 
in flats, it’s best to shift to pots or to space the 
plants more widely in other flats as soon as 
leaves begin to overlap. If space is limited, bet- 
ter not seed so early. You must transplant seed- 
lings to the garden while they are still stocky.

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WHAT YOU NEED TO KNOW WHEN BUYING 
POWER LAWN MOWERS 


ContTINUED From Pace 131 


At least two manufacturers have 
tried to make clutch operation 
easier for you by tying it in with 
an up-and-down motion of the 
mower handle. On one machine you 
step on a pedal to send it forward, 
and stop it by lowering the handle. 
With this machine the operator car- 
ries the weight of the handle. If he 
lets the handle down so the mower 
supports it, the engine disengages. 
Mowing up or down slopes was im- 
possible, as the engine was con- 
stantly cutting out, which also hap- 
pened on rough ground where the 
mower bounced around. On the 
other mower, a hand lever permits 
you to stop or start by raising or 
lowering the handle. After trying 
both machines on a variety of 
ground I concluded that the ortho- 
dox hand control used on most 
other mowers is better for me. 

Sometimes it is an advantage to 
have a machine that will roll along 
under power when the blades are 
not turning, as in crossing gravel 
driveways, for example. Nearly all 
large machines have this feature, 
but few mowers under 25 inches do. 
It is something to consider if your 
property is large. 

Two of the machines I tried out 
had the cutting blades out in front 
of the drive wheels. They will cut 
several inches closer to trees and 
stone walls than conventional 
mowers will. Because the 
wheels are several inches inside the 
cutting area, you can cut along a 
sunken flower bed and not leave a 
strip of grass to be hand-trimmed. 


drive 


How Much Horsepower? 


Horsepower is probably less im- 
portant than you now believe. As a 
rule, manufacturers install  sufh- 
cient power to run their mewers 
faster than you will want to walk. 
None of the machines I tried out 
seemed at all underpowered. The 
amount of power is sometimes less 
important than weight distribution 
and tire traction. Some 
34 HP engine can romp up a 
hill faster than a machine of the 
same weight and size with twice as 


mowers 
with 


much power. 

Last summer there was still a 
shortage of small engines. Some 
firms were forced to buy three dif- 
ferent makes of engines to have 
for their mowers, and an 


individual buying a machine could 


enough 


not be sure of what kind of engine 
would turn up on the mower finally 
delivered to him. Some engines are 
sturdier and more nearly fool-proof 
than others. If you find an engine 


that pleases you, specify that you 
want it and no other. 

The great advantage of buying 
close to home is that you will get 
servicing. Many engines are hard to 
start the first few times. Often car- 
buretors need delicate adjustments. 
A neighborhood service man will 
help you over your initial troubles. 
Also a machine bought from a local 
man will probably be assembled 
and you will not have to attach the 
handle, the control system, and 
other odds and ends. 


Self-Powered 


In some very light power mowers, 
the engine turns just the cutting 
blades. It does not drive the mower 
forward. With these machines (both 
gasoline and electric) you still have 
to do a good share of the work. To 
me such a machine seems a poor 


kind of joke. 


Adjustability of Blades 


The cutting blades of good ma- 
chines can always be adjusted up 
and down over a considerable range. 
In dry spells you should cut your 


grass higher than the usual 114 
inches, say two inches or more. 


Some mowers adjust only from 34 
to 114 and that is not 
enough. the amount the 


inches 
Check 
blades can be shifted with facts in 
manufacturer’s literature and don’t 
take a salesman’s word for it. 

Power mowers should have hooks 
for using grass catchers. You may 
not want to use a grass catcher all 
the time—in fact it is a poor policy 
to do so. But during the few weeks 
late in the summer when crab grass 
or some other pest is going to seed, 
you can save yourself a lot of 
trouble by using a catcher and get- 
ting rid of the millions of seeds. 

If you shop around for power 
mowers, ask your various salesmen 
if they have ever used the ma- 
chines they are recommending. The 
chances are they haven’t. I have 
talked who glibly 
recommended certain mowers and 
then I discovered they didn’t know 
the clutch from the throttle. Be 
suspicious of what such men tell 


with salesmen 


you. A lawn-mower repairman, pro- 
vided he isn’t also a sales agent for 
some brand, is often a source of 
good advice on what to buy. 

In buying a machine remember 
that you are buying for ten years or

We don’t mean trees 
artificially dwarfed by starvation 
and painstaking pruning (for 
which Japanese plantings are fa- 
mous), but trees or shrubs which 
remain dwarf under normal gar- 
den conditions. There are hundreds 
of varieties to choose from. Mature 
specimens range in size from three 
inches up to ten feet. 


WARF conifers are usually most 

readily obtainable from nur- 
series which specialize in rock 
garden plants. 

They may seem expensive but 
actually they are a much _ better 
buy than cheap conifers, and they 
continue to increase in value the 
longer you have them. 

There are more than 60 dwarf 
forms of Norway spruce. Mature 
specimens vary in size from a few 
inches high up to 20 feet, as con- 
trasted with 200 feet for normal 
trees. There is also a considerable 
variation in habit of growth—some 


are conical with long, slender 
lines; some short, dumpy _pyra-

mean something to the growers because they are th 
actual words they use to denote top quality. So you can 
use them to advantage when you order. 

You can demand—and get—refunds for roses or 
shrubs that fail to meet the standards. The American 
Association of Nurserymen actively polices its mem- 
bers on this matter. And most nurserymen who- grow 
the plants they sell are members. 

However, you are on your own when you buy bulbs. 
Few dealers volunteer any information about the sizes 
of bulbs they are selling. No undersize bulbs are al- 
lowed to leave Holland, but American bulbs of any size 
can be offered for sale. And so-called Dutch firms can 
legally operate in the United States and sell only Ameri- 
can-grown tulips (of any size they choose) as long as 
they offer for sale some other kinds of bulbs that were 
grown in Holland. This peculiar government ruling lets 
these companies capitalize on the good name of Holland 
tulips. Thousands of people are fooled each year and get 
undersize American bulbs instead of the big, fat Holland 
tulips they expect. 

To get the best buy you must specify the size plants 
you want when you order. Your insistence upon this will 
mark you as a customer who knows and appreciates the 


best in plants. Then you will get more than you pay for. 








@ Lily bulbs should be firm with the scales clasping each other 
tightly. Roots-attached are preferred, but seldom obtainable if you 


delay ordering until spring. Lily growers usually list their smallest 
bulbs as "large'' and use "giant, mammoth," etc. for those larger. 
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®@ The best tulips are about I'/p inches across. Smaller bulbs can't 


_be counted on to bloom the first year; lorger bulbs may split 


up into a number of small bulbs after the first season. Bulbs 
1/5 inches across can be left in the ground for at least two years 
before they need to be dug, sorted for size, and replanted.

ers. Don’t begin until you have 
solved the holder problem for the 
vase in hand. 

If you want drama in your ar- 
rangement, learn to see it in famil- 
iar material as well as in the exotic. 
Consider the drama of contrast in 
light and shade, as well as in color 
contrast. Simplify the design and 
depend upon the naturally spec- 
tacular character of the material. 
such as huge fuchsia-colored dahl- 
ias and purple-red celosias against 
a background of chartreuse shrub 
branches and green (undeveloped) 
hydrangeas. 

For the 
plicity stress the naive. Use lily 
heads or amaryllis blossoms with 


‘smartest’ sort of sim- 


very short stems, or try patterned 
mounds of your carnations, or in 
some other way sweep aside the 
academic approach and look at 
your flowers as a child might, think- 
ing of them as bright beautiful ob- 
jects of arresting form. In other 
words, if you’re going to be naive, 
do it with tongue in cheek, like a 
Matisse or a Picasso. 


N other parts of the house a 

poorly constructed arrangement 
might, by the grace of good color 
or fine material, get by. But never 
on the hall table. Here skilled 
workmanship is imperative. The 
arrangement must be able to with- 
stand sudden gusts of wind. and 
tall vases must be heavy and well 
balaneed. Flower textures had bet- 
ter be tough and leathery Branches 
and foliage must be well anchored 
in chicken wire or a needle holder. 

Hall arrangements be 
kept well within bounds. Rough, 


should 


thorny branches that reach out and 
snag a passing coat or veil are an 
abomination. And no one wants to 
peer through a tangle of stems or 
under the bend of a Hogarth curve 
io get a peek into the hall mirror. 

A good rule, particularly if the 
hall is little more than a passage- 
way, is to keep the arrangement 
small, compact, and low. If the hall 
is extremely narrow, you can even 
resort to using wall pockets. On 
the other hand a spacious reception

would have the same three-dimen- 
sional perfection? 

Very few, I’m afraid, because 
in designing our flower arrange- 
ments we have taken most of our 
inspiration from painting and 
decorative design, forgetting that 
we are not working with paint 
on a flat surface, but with solid, 
substantial material in the round. 
Though we can learn much about 
line and color from the two dimen- 
sional arts, the precepts of archi- 
tecture and sculpture are really 
more appropriate to our needs. 
And a superb example of struc- 
tural perfection is ever before us 
in the plant material itself. 

What you do with the back of 
an arrangement should depend 
upon what, in the particular. cir- 
cumstances, seems to be most 
needed. Usually the chief neces- 
sity is for balance and a sense of 
structure. but occasionally you 
may want to add drama. And 
sometimes the need is simply for 
finish and perfection of detail. 


ET’S take some practical exam- 

ples to see how it works out. 

At the flower show, when an 
arrangement is placed in a shadow 
box, you might assume that the 
back view doesn’t matter. No one 
sees it from that quarter, to be 
sure. But discerning critics will 
know that an arrangement that 
is not finished at the back is 
likely to have an unsatisfactory 
appearance from the front, not to 
mention an unpleasant, sway-back 
conformation from the side (an 
aspect more noticeable than many 
exhibitors realize). 

How can you correct this with- 
out “spoiling” the design, which 
seems to be more or less as you 
want it from the front? Putting 
in extra material indiscriminately 
at the back certainly would ruin 
your arrangement. All you really 
need is just enough material to 
give substance to the side view 
and a sense of easy transition 
from front to back. Keep this extra 
material well below the silhouette 
unless, of course, it can follow 
the main lines without confusing 
the design. Sometimes it takes only 
a little foliage to do the trick. 

At home you are independent 
of flower show rules and judges, 
but you want your friends to think 
your arrangements are attractive. 
Try to anticipate the views they 
may have of them. An arrangement 
at the end of the room may have

Colored Curtains

o all of you who are looking for fresh new ideas, 

these colored curtains which match paint and wall- 
paper will be good news. And we don’t mean “match” in 
the sense that they simply continue a color to the point 
of monotony. We mean colored curtains which complement 
your paint and wallpaper colors. 

The pictures on the opposite page illustrate this point. 
The patterned wallpaper is the dramatic note in the room. 
The curtains act as a foil for the paper and sharpen an 
accent color. So the window and the wallpaper and the 
paint all go together. It is always tricky and not often suc- 
cessful to use patterned fabric against patterned walls. A 


good rule to remember is that when walls are an important 


decorative element the curtains should be just an accent. 

Windows are getting larger and more important both 
architecturally and from a decorating point of view. More 
and more people are taking advantage of the view, and 
if windows are heavily shrouded you can’t bring the out- 
doors in.

an you remember ‘way back when washable wall coverings 

meant something only for the kitchen or, occasionally, the 
bathroom? Or even further back when oilcloth was the last (and 
the only) word in “permanent” wall coverings? Look at the 
pictures on these two pages and learn how far the technicians 
have advanced in making wall coverings impervious to almost 
every conceivable disfiguring influence. Moreover they are de- 
signed now for every room in the house. 

This makes sense, for ink stains, dirt, grease, and smudges 
feel free to operate anywhere. Small-fry aren’t a bit fussy 
about which room gets the benefit of their cute artwork. And 
accidents which deface a wall are equally democratic. They 
happen anywhere. 

Designs in these new collections include as wide a variety 


as the usual choice in wallpapers. There are florals, stripes, 


textured effects, and plain colors. There are wood grains, grass 
cloths, and homespun designs. In fact, you can be as selective 
as you please. Whatever your decorative scheme, there are suit- 
able patterns: formal, Colonial, scenics, metallic grounds, tile- 
like glazes for the kitchen and bathroom. 

None of these coverings demand special handling. They go 
on just like ordinary wallpaper. You apply the paste, hang the 
paper in strips, and brush it down firmly. Walls do not have to 
be specially prepared. Like wallpaper, they work best on a 
smooth, plaster surface or can be hung over paper. 

When you go out to buy these new miracle papers you will 
find two types: canvas-backed and paper-backed. Their magic 
is accomplished by the use of resin which is impregnated into 
the paper or applied by a special process to the canvas. It 
forms a protective covering which cannot be invaded by stains. 
Kach pigment particle is sealed in the resin coating. All the 
openings are closed and dirt or stain cannot enter. This differs 
from a mere coating because the washable, specially prepared 


coverings are saturated with plastic, (Continued on page 201)

If 
its washability you're after, you'll find it in plastic sheets 
or in ceramic, glass, plastic tiles—even in porcelain enamel

ouses belong to the land. House colors belong to the 

land. The color of your house belongs to the color-spirit 
of its landscape. If its walls are of earthy stuff, stone, brick, or 
weathered wood, you may be fairly sure that it belongs, that it 
ties into the earth and goes well with the landscape. And if the 
stuff is good and durable, and if you like it, then the best paint- 
ing advice will be no paint at all. Let time and sun and rain 
do the job. 

Sometimes white is the answer (a good white, of course), 
if the supporting landscape is sufficiently active with vibrant 
greens and rich earth tones. Above all, your house should be 
white if you like white. 

But there is something stirring nowadays about color—a 
new growth from very old roots. In Athens white marble was 
painted red. In early America there was color everywhere, in 
New England, New Mexico, Monterey, and Williamsburg. Amer- 
ica has always been colorful, in nature and in temperament. 

The trend toward color is healthy and good, and a few 
gorgeous blunders can be forgiven in favor of a vigorous 
approach. Timid greens, silly pinks, sickly blues of the war- 
housing years are fast disappearing. 

What America wants and likes are full-bodied colors, as rich 
as you like or as light as you like, that tie into the earth and 
belong to the landscape. Outdoors we like colors that gladden 
the optic nerve and warm the cockles of the seeing heart. Tuscan 
reds, Venetian reds, cocoa warmed with red, turquoise grayed 
with red, muted coral, muted greens from black to white, all 
the warm grays, with accents of vermilion, chartreuse, cobalt, 

Vlexican pink—it is a broad palette, and yet, spectrum-wise, 
inded by very definite limits. 


to hold fast to sound ideas about color and 


to consider the possibilities with just a bit of reserve. Suppose 
you dream up a truly delightful color, say a hue of the purple 
cattleya orchid blended with vin de Samos or the color of a 
wine-barge sail at sunset. Now dip your whole neighborhood 
in it, and see if you really like the effect. Exciting and precious 
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colors are no longer exciting and precious if used to the satura- 
tion point. Overwork them, and they become _banalities. 

Exterior wall colors for houses are comfortably limited to 
the warm tones of nature, and not too snugly held within the 
red and green families of the spectrum. All wall colors must 
have solidity, for the house must share solidity with the earth 
itself. Within these limits, your house will belong to the land- 
scape. Even a white house has solidity if toned with warmth. 

It comes about this way: The earth is red; sunlight is yellow; 
the sky is blue; growing things are green. Mix these together 
and you have a warm gray—warm because red is dominant, so 
far as this planet is concerned; gray because all colors in 
Nature tend to balance and solidify each other. 

Look down from a plane flying at 10,000 feet. The earth 
rises to your eye as a welling tone of warm and muted color. 
Fields, mountains, cities blend in the general warm earth-tone. 
Green trees seem mixed with gold and purple. Fresh plowed 
fields are toned with red. Red barns are toned comfortably with 
warmish gray. Even a lake of cold blue, reflecting the sky, seems 
overlaid with a wash of gold and magenta. All colors are warm. 
All have solidity. From the air, all harsh and silly colors are 


absorbed in the good earth’s healthy glow. 


he tone of all landscape is warm, no matter how gray and no 
ee what association of ideas may make it seem cold. The 
sleeping warmth of the earth comes up through snow and the 
drabbest city street. A blue building is unthinkable. A cold- 
colored house is a decidedly jarring note. Gray houses are ex- 
cellent, but always with red in the gray. 

Warmth comes from red, the primary color of the land. Sun- 
light (yellow) supplements and brings out the warmth of red. 
Green, its complement, directly across the color spiral, is 
neutral, neither hot nor cold, and responds quickly to warmth 
when red is reflected in it. Yellow is warmish, but lacks vitality 
without a bit of earth red added. With a few very delightful

If you are reasonably sensitive 
and can’t appreciate great music, then chances 
are that you don’t hear it. 


Not with your whole mind, anyway

ome yeays ago there appeared in the magazines an adver- 
tisement in which a bold black headline asked the reader, 
“Have You a Grasshopper Mind?” The illustration showed a 
man sitting at his desk and thinking of a dozen things at the 
same time. A shifty fellow. A daydreamer, jumping from one 
thought to the next. A grasshopper mind. Not to be trusted. 
When you read the text you found out that the cure for the 
blight consisted of a course of self-improvement lessons available 
by mail to anybody—even to you. 
The advertisement frightened me. I knew I had a grasshopper 
mind. I also knew that nothing, absolutely nothing, would cure 
me. I never clipped the coupon. Indeed, I persuaded myself that 


daydreaming might not be such a bad habit after all. | doubted 


that if I stopped it I would become rich and wise. Or at any 
rate, rich. I consoled myself with the thought that I was in good 
company. It must be an old habit. The Roman writer of comedies 
Plautus, who lived two centuries B. C., described somebody as 
“a man who dreams awake.” A man who dreams awake—that 
describes most of us when we begin to go to concerts or attempt 
to listen to long pieces of music. 

Daydreaming takes hold of us when we are not concentrating 
on what we are doing or when we are not doing anything in par- 
ticular. That’s the beginner’s condition when he is confronted 
with great music. It is difficult for most people who have had 
little experience with symphonic music to pay exact attention 
to it. They fall into a reverie, from a reverie into a vagueness, 
from a vagueness to thoughts which have nothing whatever to 
do with the sounds being made by the musicians, and, before 
they know it, they are miles away. 

This will never do. It may be all right to “dream awake” 
through certain kinds of music, but, for the real enjoyment of 
great music, attention is necessary. Half an absence will take 
us no nearer the music. Indeed, if we cannot concentrate, what 
is the use of listening to great music? 

I have stated what seems to me the nub of the problem 
of listening to music. That is, the beginners problem. The 
real difficulty lies in not being able to pay attention, in not 
hearing. 

Not everybody agrees that this is so. You will find some n

ost of the common mistakes illustrated here arose from

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Is there a hillside going to waste on your lot? 


hat to do about a narrow strip of steep hill- 

side has puzzled many a homeowner. One 
hard rain and away goes the newly seeded lawn. Even 
if the grass gets a good start, the yard offers little 
chance for use by the family except the hardy member 
who gets a big workout as he struggles to keep the 
lawn mower from sliding down the slope. 

The James Harts brought this problem to us. They 
wanted the yard to contribute its share to better 
living. Two requirements were set up at once: There 
must be lots of flowers and there must be a shady 
place for groups of people to sit. The first was easy. 
The lot graded naturally into a series of level places. 
Flowers could be grown in a bed backed up by a low 
wall. The need for a combination of shade, breeze. 
and privacy that would make a sitting area really 
useful led us to design and build the walled and 
flowered terraces you see in the photographs. The 


wooden deck (upper photograph) rests on concrete 


piers, saving the cost of bringing the grade up to the . 


garden level. Such a saving can go a long way toward 
paying for the flooring. The series of wooden steps 
costs no more than masonry but makes a better link 
with the house (there is no feeling that you are being 


taken down the back cellar stairs). 


Now there is privacy (lower photograph), though 
there are neighbors’ houses close by on all sides. The 
Harts can sit, eat, and entertain outdoors in the once- 
wasted space. No garden design is a good one unless 
it does provide privacy for such activities in the yard. 
Yet there must be no feeling of being shut up in a 
tight little pocket. The Hart garden rates well here, 
although it is only 28 by 48 feet. It seems much 
bigger when you are in it. 

You may ask, “Why the peculiar shape of the 
garden?” (sketch above), The shape chosen was that 
which fitted the lot best. We wanted to get the largest 
area of useful space without getting into major ex- 
penditures for big walls or deep fills. The result 
illustrates a good point to remember in landscaping 
your own lot. Don’t start out with preconceived ideas 
of what shape the gardened part of your lot must take. 
Let the design take any shape that capitalizes on 


all the useful areas. as was done here for the Harts.

tice this has not been a satisfactory arrangement because the 
amount of work needed each year varies enormously, depend- 
ing upon the weather. Don’t sign yourself up for an annual 
charge until you have given the hourly rate system a trial for 
several years. 

How do you know the company really knows its job? Unfor- 
tunately, there are no state or federal regulations for this new 
field. Anyone can get into the business, even though he doesn’t 
know a petunia from a zinnia. To protect yourself and your 
valuable plants, ask for the names of gardens which the firm 
now maintains. A quick look at them will tell you just about 
how good a job you can expect. (One so-called expert pruned 
off to head height all the lower limbs from a beautiful copper 
beech “so we can grow grass under it”! )

And 
they do an especially nice job of 
concocting variations on one theme 
for two adjoining rooms, such as a 
foyer and dining room, or a kitchen 
and dinette. Sometimes they bor- 
row an idea from an architectural 
motif or a wallpaper. One of the 
most successful creations they 
showed me was a breakfast room 
floor inlaid with a simplified ver- 
sion of the wallpaper to be used 


in the same room—Katzenbach & 
Warren’s “Bamboo Plaid.” 


There’s a very special flavor to 
the furniture they turn out at 
Kagan Woodcraft, an old world 
flavor with a distinct accent on 
handcraft. Yet the lines are more 
or less contemporary. Table tops 
often have insets of decorated tiles; 
legs might have spiral carving for 
no reason, apparently, except that 
the craftsman loves to carve. And 
the joints are usually exposed so 
that all may see how carefully the 
maker has done his job. A room 
full of this kind of thing could 
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easily become an arts-and-crafts-y 
nightmare. But one piece makes a 
nice foil for less romantically con- 
ceived furnishings.

still light in the sky for the first 
part, with candles to come later, 
on a wide studio-balecony on the

DRY WALL OR WET WALL? Dry-wall construction (a 
load-bearing skeleton of wood or steel covered with a skin of 
wood, steel, glass, etc.) takes less time and makes less fuss 
than wet-wall (concrete, brick, plaster, etc.). The wet wall 
is solid, permanent, resistant to fire, rot, vermin—and may 
have inherent beauty, such as the rugged texture of stone. 
But it is usually cold and thick; and it is not readily 
adaptable to future change. The dry wall, on the other hand, 
is warm, relatively light, flexible in terms of possible arrange= 
ments, and moderate in cost. And, best of all, the many 
operations of sanding, painting, polishing, and what-not 
ail take place in the factory—not in your new home. 

If you’ve decided on dry walls, you’ve opened up a host 
of possibilities in surfacing materials. It’s up to you to put 
fire-resistance where it’s needed, translucence where it’s 
needed, and so on.

tablespoon of sour cream. Beat 4 
to 6 eggs with a little milk or light 
cream, salt, and pepper until 
frothy. Put the eggs in a flat pan 
with hot butter on a very slow fire. 
Stir with a fork or spoon until 
done. When light and fluffy, add 
meat, stir again, and serve on hot 
plates. 


Roast Veal and Kidney: Fry a 
veal kidney. Chop it fine, together 
with left-over roast veal. onion, 
parsley, bit of lemon peel, and a 
dash of salt. Put it all in a sauce- 
pan with a little butter and steam 
a few minutes. Remove from flame. 
Add one beaten egg. Mix it thor- 
oughly with the rest. Cut slices of 
white bread (without the crust) in 
halves or triangles and spread the 
paste thickly on top. Fry the slices 
(meat side up) in hot butter or 
shortening. Good with green beans, 
peas, or spinach. 


Ham: [| suppose you have no diffi- 
culties in using any left-over boiled 
or roast ham, hamsteaks, smoked 
tenderloins or smoked beef tongue.

HOW TO HANDLE YOUR 
MORTGAGE DEBT

the amount that you have paid your 
lending institution and put down 
separately the amount you have paid 
toward amortization; that is, toward 
paying off the principal amount 
of the mortgage loan and the 
amount you have paid for inter- 
est. It is assumed, of course, that 
the terms of your loan call for 
regular monthly payments of a 
fixed amount. 

Though the amount of the pay- 
ment remains the same month after 
month, the division of the payment 
between interest and amortization 
constantly varies, because the part 
going toward interest decreases as 
the amount paid on the principal 
accumulates. 

During the first years it will 
not look as if you were beating 
down the mortgage very fast. Most 
of the payment goes to interest, 
and only a minor part to the prin- 
cipal. Assuming that you have 20 
years to repay your loan, with in- 
terest at 444 per cent per year, it 
will take until the end of the fifth 
year before you have reached the 
point where as much of the monthly 
payment goes to principal as goes 
to interest. But although a quarter 
of the mortgage period is over, you 
will have repaid only 17 per cent 
of the debt. 

If you do no more than meet 
each monthly payment as it comes 
due, it will take you until the end 
of the tenth year before you can 
feel that you have your mortgage 
pretty well tamed. By that time, 
40 per cent of the debt will have 
been paid and more than 60 per 
cent of each monthly payment will 
be going toward principal. 


O PLAY the mortgage game with 

the best assurance of winning, old 
hands will tell you that the thing 
to do is to make additional pay- 
ments in advance as often as you 
can afford to do so. There are a 
number of advantages in doing this. 
In the first place you are saving 
interest. On the house we have used 
as an illustration, the total paid 
for interest on the $12,000 first 
mortgage loan, if each payment is 
made when due, would come to 
over $6,200 or more than 50 per 
cent of the amount of the mortgage. 
Every payment in advance cuts 
something out of that grim total. 

Extra payments may, therefore, 
be looked upon as deposits in a 
savings account paying 4% per 
cent or whatever is the interest rate

And you are 
likely to end by getting out of debt 
much sooner than you expected. 

In order to get the full advan- 
tage of the game, you must have 
the co-operation of your lender. 
Before you close the transaction, 
make sure that you have the right, 
without special charge, to make 
additional payments in the way we 
have described above; that is. that 
any advance payments are credited 
against those due immediately 
ahead rather than against the last 
months in the series, for it is by 
following our method that the maxi- 
mum interest savings are obtained. 
It is also desirable, if you can ar- 
range it. to obtain the right to skip 
principal payments equal to what 
you have paid in advance. 


o not let yourself be taken in by 
ee old argument that it is a 
good thing to keep a mortgage on 
your house. You do not hear that 
as often today as you did 20 years 
ago, and it is just as well. The 
best way to avoid trouble with the 
mortgage is to get rid of it. The 
best way to win the game of mort- 
gage beating is to beat it to death. 
The repayment period named in 
the mortgage note should be looked 
upon as a maximum period to be 
shortened as much as possible. 

This homily is particularly apt 
if you have bought your house dur- 
ing the years after World War II. 
The more you have paid down the 
safer you will be if present-day 
values should turn out to be seri- 
ously inflated. In any case, a debt- 
free house is an excellent thing 
in time of stress: it gives you the 
security for a loan if again you 
need to borrow money. Or it gives 
you a haven in which, with a mini- 
mum outlay. you can ride out the 
storm. Keep the mortgage account 
faithfully and feel happy when 
you need keep it ne longer.

IF YOU ARE SETTING OUT a bed of asparagus 
this spring forget the usual directions for plani- 
ing in a deep trench. The crowns eventually 
grow at the same level regardless of how deeply 
they were planted. 


GETTING COLD FRAMES READY reminded 
me of my early experiences in growing plants 
under glass. I failed to ventilate enough and 
practically cooked my plants. Now I prop up the 
sash a bit before leaving for work and hope some- 
one at home will keep an eye on the weather. 


VVE FOUND THAT LATE APRIL is a good 
time to spray my lawn with 2,4-D for weed con- 
trol. (Increase concentration by 50% for this 
early spraying to insure a good weed kill.) Near- 
by flowers and vegetables, which are the plants 
most likely to be injured by a little spray drift. 
are seldom up. Perennials and bulb plants can be 


protected with a covering of newspapers. 


MY FATHER used to plant kohlrabi early each 
spring. He found this vegetable (tastes much like 
a mild turnip) didn’t suffer from the ravages of 
cabbage maggots so likely to riddle the roots 
of early turnips. Hot weather makes kohlrabi 
fibrous, so plant only a few in spring, more in 
July for a fall crop. 


THE EARLIEST RADISHES may also be trou- 
bled with maggots which make shallow tunnels 
around the surface of the root. [ know an ento- 
mologist who covers his radish row soon after 
planting with a window-screen wire curved to a 
12-inch-wide half circle with the edges stuck 
into the ground and closed at the ends so there 
is no chance for the flies (adult form of the 
maggot) to lay their eggs. 


THE LATEST THING in gardening is the use 
of pelleted seeds-—each made into a little pill 
by coating with seed-protectant chemicals and 
plant food. For several years I’ve been observing 
the work of the sugar beet research people here 
in Michigan who pioneered this idea, and it 
looks good for garden vegetables too. The idea 
isn’t entirely out of the experimental stage but 
it’s ‘worth trying. Available from Dreer and 


Burgess. 


SOUTHERN GARDENERS setting out tomato 
plants this month should plan to keep the vines 
off the ground to reduce fruit decay. When I 
lived in Alabama. [ had a neighbor who avoided 
the work of staking by placing bottomless let- 
tuce or orange crates around each plant about 
the time the first fruit were walnut-size. A little 
tying directed the shoots up and over the edges 
which supported later growth without further 
attention.

Armchair Gardening. by Thomas 
M. McHatton. The University of 
Georgia Press. $2.50. 

It is pleasant sometimes to find 
a book on gardening which hasn’t 
a single “how-to-do” within its 
pages. In “Armchair Gardening.”

Equally distressing would be a 
speaker on arrangements who 
stresses rare and priceless con- 
tainers to an audience that could 
not afford them, or one who urges 
cheap make-shift containers when 
the listeners are eager to know 
how to use beautiful heirlooms. 

At first glance it may seem hard 
to choose an appropriate speaker, 
but it is easy to make a few in- 
quiries and learn which speakers 


to avoid. 





Good speakers in one’s own 
state often are less expensive than 
out-of-state professionals and more 
conversant with climatic and soil 
conditions Experts from state uni- 
versities often come for expenses 
plus a small fee, or expenses 
alone. A warning here would be: 
Make 


Sometimes experts are so technical 


certain they can speak. 
they are unintelligible to the aver- 


age group, or are so dull they stupe- 


fy their listeners. Such has not been 
our experience since we have had 
the cooperation of the Dean of our 
state college of agriculture in send- 
ing well qualified men. 

Speakers are also secured through 
state agricultural extension depart- 
ments, conservation commissions, 
and farm bureaus—speakers on 
such subjects as forest preservation, 
wildflowers, soil erosion. birds, and 
other related topics Usually there 
is no charge for such service 

County agents, well versed in 
local conditions, can be called upon 
for program material. There is no 
charge for this. 

With a little inquiry one can find 
growers and plant breeders in al- 
most every locality to talk on their 
specialities Gardeners who test new 
plants are to be found in every part 
of the country and, ordinarily, can 
be persuaded to talk on their 
findings 

We discovered that local florists 
were willing to cooperate in their 
dull season. They provided delight- 
ful programs, among them corsage 
making. The corsages made were 
presented to the hostess and club 
officers, or used for prizes for the 
best arrangement brought in. The 
care of gift plants 1s another topic 
tor florists 

In many communities there are 
camera fans who specialize in gar- 
den photography and who are gen- 
erous enough to exhibit their re- 
sults We have been exceptionally 
fortunate in having such an expert 
photographer who is also a fine 
naturalist Harry P Sturm is mak- 
ing a record in 16 mm. film of the 
wildflowers of our mountains, par- 
ticularly rare orchids, and of the 
life cycles of wildflowers and in- 
sects. He gives generously of his 
time in showing these films, 

Slides and films may be rented 
from nurseries and film libraries, 
or borrowed from universities and

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HOW TO PRUNE 
YOUR ROSE: BUSHES 





By Frederic R. Webb 


neover and prune your rose bushes as soon as growth shows 
[ signs of starting. (Look for swelling of the leaf-buds.) In 
most parts of the country, this will be the early part of April. 

Judicious pruning restores fresh vigor to the plant by 
encouraging new and stronger growth. Rejuvenation, it might 
be called. Pruning also embraces certain other principles 
necessary to the health and well-being of your rose bushes. 

If your rose bushes were left entirely unpruned, you would 
have awkward, leggy plants with slender, twiggy growth which 
would produce small flowers of very inferior quality. Many 
branches would fail to produce any flowers at all. A mass of 
poorly developed growth cannot possibly result in good roses. 

The initial operation is the cleaning up of the bush. Cut 
out any dead or diseased wood—easily identified by its dark 
brown or black color (live wood is green-colored, or nearly 
so). If an entire branch is affected, make the cut down at 
the base of the plant. 

Next, cut out any weak or twiggy growth, also any crowded 
or crossed branches (choose the weakest branch for removal). 
You will probably now have three or four stout canes remain- 
ing. A moderate pruning would consist of shortening these 
canes back to about ten inches from the bottom of the plant. 
Always prune to an outside “eye.” (The “eyes” are swellings 
found at intervals along the cane, from which a leaf bud will 
start, or which already shows signs of breaking out.) Choose 
an outside “eye” because then the new shoot will grow out- 
ward and not toward the center of the bush. Make the cut a 
quarter of an inch above the “eye” and slanting slightly 
away from it. 

It is important to keep the center of your bush as open as 
possible. The free air circulation which results will increase 
the disease-resistance of your plant. 

All cuts should be made clean. Bruised wood and jagged, 
uneven cuts are likely to die back because they are an ideal 
place for fungi to enter. If part of a cane has died back,

of the area very strongly marked 
and defined. In such a design the 
plant material is subordinated to 
this geometrical pattern, and 
clipped hedges and. occasionaily. 
clipped specimens of trees or 
shrubs are used to form and accen- 
tuate the structure of the design. 

In the formal design, a clear defi- 
nition of the bed 


areas tends to strengthen the de- 


boundaries of 


sign and accentuate the geometric 
pattern. This gives greater unity 
to the formal garden scene. But 
it has no place in the informal 
garden scene. It is commonly used 
but only detracts. It is rather like 
having a large unwieldy bundle 
and tying a string around it to hold 
it together. The clean-cut lines of 
the formal treatment should be re- 
placed in the informal treatment 
by a melting and merging quality, 
with a subtle relationship of the 
plants themselves and of the curves 
and contours holding the design 
together. 


HE garden structure in the for- 
mal treatment is architectural. 
with walls. fences, neatly-clipped 


hedges. beds. and so forth. The gar- 


den’s principal structure in the true | 
| informal treatment is an arranging | 


of free-growing trees and shrubs. 
These trees and shrubs may be re- 
strained and slightly modified in 


their growth by proper pruning. 


but they should never be clipped. 

The effectiveness of the formal 
garden depends upon distinct clean- 
cut lines and a well-tailored, man- 
made structure. Clipped shrubs and 
pairs of specimens belong there. In 
the informal garden, which is the 
commonest type of garden design 
today, they have no place. The 
reason that shrubs frequently are 
clipped is ignorance of the fact 
that shrub to fill 
almost any size space so that when 


you can get a

For spring, on its annual climb up the map, 
pauses here most graciously, spreading the valleys with delicate 


apple blossom scarves, scattering mountain roadsides with 
feathery pink bouquets of laurel. 


In Pioneer Valley along the winding Connecticut, Laurel 
Week can be counted on to start between June 8th and 15th, the 
actual date depending on that notoriously variable New England 
weather. When the bloom is high, it decorates a thousand miles 
or more of upland road. Make official connections for your 
laurel tour by writing ahead to the Pioneer Valley Association, 
Northampton, Massachusetts. It can guide you to towns whose 
proud citizens will personally conduct you to their prize dis- 
plays, many on private property otherwise closed to you. And 
it can direct you via the Hilltop Trail from New York City, not- 
marked as yet, but a “back road” treat that gives you the most 
scenery—and laurel—per mile. 

The Monadnock Region of southern New Hampshire posts 
signs to lure you off the main highways and into the best 
blossom-time showings. Mountain laurel here blooms around 
mid-June, notably in concentrations out of Mason, Greenville, 
and Wilton. The apple blossoms, which for some mysterious 
reason seem tardier each year, should be out by the end of the 
month, particularly around Lyndeboro, Wilton, Milford, Green- 
ville, Temple, and Peterborough. And the vast and famous 
rhododendron show at the State Reservation in Fitzwilliam 
normally comes in early July. For accurate timing and “how” 
and “where” details, write the Monadnock Region Association, 


Peterborough, New Hampshire.

A gastronome is neither a genius nor a crank. He is not 
a freak, but a normal person who takes an intelligent interest 
in what he eats or drinks. 

A gastronome must be blessed with the enjoyment of all 
five senses, plus a fair share of the artistic sense, which is 
but another name for a sense of appreciation. 

It is appreciation that makes the difference between man 
and beast. None of us can boast our sight is better than that 
of the lark or eagle, nor that we have keener hearing or better 
sense of smell than dogs or cats. But the best trained and 
most intelligent animal has never been capable of appreciating 
a sunset or enjoying the music of Bach or Mozart. 

The blind among us cannot enjoy design or color. There 
are also some who are blind only to color. Their misfortune 
is not so obvious: They can see but cannot appreciate the 
fine distinctions in color of things they see. There are also 
people who are taste blind. They can feel the heat and cold 
of what they eat and drink, but the shades of differences be- 
tween savors and flavors are beyond them. They cannot be 
gastronomes. 

Most of these unfortunate people do not mind this in the 
least. They have no idea that they are missing one of the 
major pleasures of life. They derive much satisfaction from 
proclaiming the fact that they eat what is put before them— 
eating to live and not living to eat. How little they realize 
that fish, birds, and beasts do just the same, grabbing what 
they can, asking no questions, and making no fuss. 

Since everyone must eat and drink, a gastronome faces this 
physical obligation in a more intelligent way than others do. 
He refuses to let this daily refueling become a boring repeti- 
tion or a mechanical habit when it can be an interesting 
hobby, giving to the sense of smell and taste some work to 
do and to enjoy. doing. It need not cost any more in cash, 
but it demands a little more imagination, maybe a little

But there is one particularly excit- 
ing side of Santa Fe that doesn’t seem to get half the fanfare it 
deserves. It breaks upon the unsuspecting visitor as a great sur- 
prise that Santa Fe is one of the world’s unique shopping centers, 
teeming with beautiful handicrafts which are genuinely worth 
the buying.

1 you own your own home, you have a siza 
sum of hard-earned cash tied up in destructi 
property. The businesslike way to protect this 
with insurance, which is a system of distributi 
risks that cannot be prevented completely. Th 
you, and a great many other people who join wi 
you, pay a comparatively small premium in or 
to avoid the danger of a disastrous loss. If y 
owned 50 houses, each in a different city, full cov 
age with insurance wouldn't be particularly i 
portant because the chance that all of them or ey 
many of them would be destroyed within a f 
years is just about zero. But you probably own o} 
one house, which can be destroyed within a peri 
of hours, or even minutes, so that insurance is y 
important indeed. 

If you are keeping a simple set of books on y 
home operating expenses (described in val 
articles in this series), youll find the insura 
account ranks in importance next to the mortga 
account. While your mortgage payments build 
your investment, your insurance protects it. Entr 
in your insurance account won't be numerous, 4 
they must not be neglected—one reason why 
separate account for them is advisable.

What are the risks to insure against? i 
most serious is fire.

y our plants probably start out looking like the two little 
fellows above, left. But, come summer, aren’t they fighting 
among themselves for sun, air, and food like the surly fellows 
at the right, above? 

Forgetting from year to year how far apart to space your 
plants is quite the usual experience of even long-time gardeners. 
Somehow your seedling plants do look too small ever to fill 
the space you start to allot them in the spring. Remember, 
crowded piants are weak plants, a tempting dish for hungry 
insects, and sure to be hit by rainy-weather diseases such as 
mildew. Plants crowded so that the lower leaves are slow to 
dry after a rain offer ideal conditions for the growth of the 
mould fungi. 

Crowding also shoots plants up. They then capture enough 
sunlight for their needs, but stand little chance against beating 
summer rains. If drought comes instead, crowded 
plants quickly exhaust the water available to

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How to stage your tulip sho 


ye. tulips need just the right background if they are to 
show up to the best advantage. Scattered about the gar- 
den, they are disappointing because they have no background 
at all or are not effectively related to their background. Per- 
haps you have noticed that tulips are always most effective when 
planted directly in front of a vertical background—usually a 
wall or a fence. In the photograph they are shown with a back- 
ground of both brick wall and fence which are pleasingly 
related to the tulips in color. 

Tulips have been hybridized to a man-made form with exag- 
gerated stems and blooms which sometimes seem to bear little 
relation to the foliage. This exaggerated blossom size and 
length of stem is perhaps what makes them so dependent upon 
a good sturdy background close behind them. The man-made 
bioom needs a man-made background, it seems.

every time I thought of that sweet, 
spicy-smelling kitchen that be- 
longed to a woman living, so the 
caption had said, in Elgin, Illinois.

new invention and, at the same 
time, are just a little suspicious of 
it. We rush to welcome it, at the 
same time casting a sentimental 
look at the status quo. How did 
you feel when you first saw talking 
pictures? [ hated them, but I was 
fascinated by them. You've got to 
‘et used to improvements. 


HE situation that now confronts 
BH you and me, who like and buy 
records, is this: We have not only 
one new invention to cope with, but 
two. We have the long-playing re- 
cord, brought out by Columbia. 
revolving at a speed of 3314 revo- 
lutions per minute (I have report- 
ed on this record in the February 
issue), and a new record by Victor 
revolving at a speed of 45 revolu- 
tions, which was named “Madame 
X” by Victor engineers. Each 
makes necessary a special turn- 
table running at the prescribed 
speed. Neither record can _ be 
played on the other’s turntable. In 
addition, we have with us the regu- 
lation record, of which we have 
been fond these many years, which 
revolves at a speed of 78 turns 
around the spindle. 

Thirty-three? 45? 78? Which of 
these numbers is the right one? 
Which new record is the better 
one? Shall I get both? Or neither? 
Are my old records now has-beens? 
These are the questions that puzzle 
some sixteen million people who 
own records. 

First of all, let's say that an 
improvement has long been over- 
due. No fundamental change had 
been made in recorded music for a 
generation, the last improvement 
being the introduction of electric 
recording in the 1920’s. Can the 
present “78” records stand im- 
provement? The answer to that is 
a double yes. Though we are fond 
of the defendant, we can rise to 
make two accusations: First, that 


the “78” record, however splendid, 


does veil music with a slight and 
turgid coating of needle noise. It 
gives you music seen through a 
window, the pane of glass not 
being entirely invisible. To over- 
come this veiling we have had to 
play records good and loud. Sec- 
ond, that the present automatic 
changer is an intrusive and asth- 
matic mechanism. It clicks, then it 
huffs and it puffs, and then, taking 
its time, it comes down upon the 
next record with the subtlety of a 


kangaroo. 
These defects are acknowledged. 
Nonetheless, “78” records have

and still continue to do so. It

HE “Madame X” record has 

other virtues. From its center, 
where the label is affixed, pro- 
trudes a slight platform, so that 
when one record is laid against 
another record the two playing sur- 
faces do not touch.

bus trip to Grand Junction via the 
Million Dollar Highway. This may 
be either a spine-chilling ordeal or 
one of life’s more wonderful ex- 
periences, according to your tem- 
perament.

Intense sound, he says, 
has been proved to be able to boil 
an egg in a few minutes without 
raising the temperature. Sounds in 
the supersonic range actually killed 
bacteria. If sound can do all these 
things, “Is it any wonder, then, 
that some people could be driven 
to insanity, to desperation, to mur- 
der, or to suicide by 
the doctor asks. 

Dr. Podolsky gives the example 
of a woman, crippled by rheuma- 
tism, who was so annoyed by the 
constant blare of an overamplified 
radio next door that she propelled 
herself in her wheel chair to the 
window sill and let herself down 
to a noiseless death. He says it is 
no accident that a large number 
of inmates of mental 
come from noise-saturated cities. 

However. these are examples of 
the extremes of damage that noise 
can do. Other, less drastic, ill ef- 
fects serve as sufficient reasons 
for serious consideration of noise 
abatement in your daily life, even 
if your nervous system seems to 
survive.

Occupational deafness is a 
real hazard for many workers such 
as machinists, smiths, boilermakers, 
weavers, locomotive crewmen. for- 
gers, tunnel workers, and military 
men engaged in testing gunfire. 

Nervous indigestion, as demon- 
strated many years ago by Dr. 
Walter B. Cannon of Harvard Uni- 
versity and Dr. Donald A. Laird 
of the Rivercrest Laboratory, can 
be caused by loud noises. It halts 
the digestive rhythms, decreases 
the flow of saliva in the mouth and 
that of the gastric juices in the 
stomach. 

Dr. Foster Kennedy at Bellevue 
Hospital, New York, found that 
noise raises brain pressure higher 
than that induced by any drugs 
known to exercise such an action. 

Loss of sleep, leading to grave 
mental and physical symptoms, is 
the most important deleterious ef- 
fect of noise according to Dr. Po- 
dolsky. You can go without food 
for days without serious injury, but 
36 or 48 hours’ loss of sleep can 
really hurt you. Lack of sleep is 
the most outstanding single effect 
of noise. 

Productive efficiency, both man- 
ual and mental, is harmfully af- 
fected by noise. Both factory and 
office workers make more mistakes 
and expend more energy working 
im noisy environments than in com- 
paratively quiet ones. Noise lessens 
attention and makes concentration 
on any set task difficult. It inter- 
rupts executive efficiency and leads 
to errors in judgment and mistakes 
in transmitting orders. Because the 
nervous system must adapt to it 
constantly, people are more fa- 
tigued by their work. 

The shock of noise actually pro- 
vokes fear, increased blood 
pressure and heart action, a para-

than others; we all know that dogs 
hear sound beyond human range. 
The overtones determine the qual- 
ity or timbre of a tone. 

Intensity is a matter of the 
strength of a sound wave. At cer- 
tain intensities, measured by a unit 
called a “decibel.” sound becomes 
noise. Yet not all sounds at this 
particular intensity can be classi- 
fied as noise, for factory noise, as 
a rule, is only slightly louder than 
the sound of a symphony orchestra. 

Sound level, which is a form of 
energy exerting itself upon your 
ear drums as alternating air pres- 
sure, can be measured. But it has 
no positive relation to whether the 
sound is pleasant or annoying! The 
decibel is not a unit like the inch 
or the pound. It is really a ratio 
of the sound level being measured 
to a previously determined zero 
level that is not really absence of 
sound. Thus an average whisper is 
called 20 decibels, a fire siren at 
75 feet screams at 80 decibels, 
thunder may go as high as 110 de- 
cibels. Ordinary sounds are be- 
tween 0 and 110 decibels, but there 
is no definite point at which the 
measurements mean discomfort 
to all. 


ESPITE personal variations in 

definitions of noise. there are 
many sounds that are part of urban 
life which most of us agree are an- 
noying. These are the ones to go at 
first. The National Noise Abate- 
ment Council lists them. in order 
of their annoyance, as traffic sounds 
(trucks, horns, cut-outs, brakes, 
buses, motorcycles). transportation 
noises (elevated. streetcar, subway 
trains), radios (homes. streets. 
stores), whistles and bells (factory, 
locomotive, tugs), construction 
noises (riveting. pneumatic drills). 
vocal (newsboys, peddlers, noisy 
parties) and barking dogs. 

The way to get rid of these is 
by local action, city-by-city. Indeed. 
about 150 city legislatures have 
enacted anti-noise ordinances. pro- 
hibiting such nuisances. New York 
City’s law makes illegal the sound- 
ing of automobile horns, except as 
a danger signal; the blowing of 
steam whistles except for starting 
or stopping of work or as a warn- 
ing; the operation of a_ radio, 
phonograph, or musical instrument. 
or the keeping of any animal or 
bird causing noise loud enough to 
disturb the repose of neighbors: 
the erection, demolition, or repair 
of buildings between 6 p.m. and 
7 a.M.; the use of drums or me-

bus depots and air fields should not 
be placed in residential sections. 
But is your zoning board taking 
this into consideration? The design 
of factories can be regulated with 
a view to reducing the amount of 
noise emanating from them, if your 
local building code is so written. 

All these things take community 
action. But there are some things 
that are up to you individually. 
The way you build your house. for 
instance. 

“As street noises increase, obvi- 
ously there is need for greater 
insulation from them.” declares 
Dr. Carey P. McCord. medical di- 
rector of the Industrial Health 
Conservancy Laboratories of De- 
troit. “Present and _ prospective 
needs inescapably require a wider 
application of architectural noise 
prevention. Apart from a somewhat 
restricted field of noise treatment 
(largely industrial) the building 
trend distressingly favors more, 
rather than Jess noise. High costs, 
both of materials and labor, make 
some flimsy construction of small 
residences almost inevitable.” 

For noise privacy Dr. McCord 
says you must have a wall structure 
that prevents the transmission of 
sound from exteriors and between 
rooms. You must also have sufh- 
cient absorption within rooms, to 
cut down on the length of time a 
sound wave reverberates there. Ob- 
viously, the thicker your walls, the 
more you can block out sound. Yet 
how many of us consider noise in 
planning our walls? 


THER ways to prevent sound 
le from outdoors in- 
clude insulation supported in air 
spaces between two rigid partitions, 
porous acoustical material on walls, 
providing it is extremely thick, 
double-glazing of windows, trees 
and shrubs around the house to 
screen and diminish noise. For re- 
duction of reverberation, walls 
made of materials having high 
density and mass, such as concrete, 
stone, and brick, are recommended. 
They are difficult to set in vibration 
and thus don’t become secondary 
noise sources projecting sounds. 

Plumbing is one of the principal 
sources of unpleasant noise of 
course. It needn’t be. Quiet-flushing 
toilets, anti-water-hammer devices, 
water pressure regulators are all 
available. Architectural attention 
to the placement of fixtures and 
wrapping of water pipes so they do 
not come in contact with walls and 
floors and set up reverberations can 
further reduce this potential noise 
in your home.

And this is where electric bed- 
ding comes in. It is constructed 
with built-in warming elements as 
integral parts which automatically 
hold the degree of warmth you've 
selected. irrespective of changes in 
room temperature. Thus, no matter 
how great or how little loss of body 
heat there may be. the heated bed- 
ding compensates for it to just the 
degree you select. 


HE warming element consists of

convince you that a Navajo rug is 
not indispensable in your basement 
playroom.

the person legally responsible has 
no property and no liability insur- 
ance, or if there is prolonged liti- 
gation between two or more car 
owners as to which one was respon- 
sible. Insurance against damage 
from vehicles pays your loss, and 
then the insurance company col- 
lects from the party legally respon- 
sible for the accident, if it is able 
to do so. This coverage does not 
take in damage caused by a vehicle 
owned or operated by you or a 
member of your household. 


HESE minor types of hazard in- 

surance are usually not obtained 
separately, but in a single policy 
that includes them all. In most 
cases this is obtained as an ex- 
tended coverage addition to your 
fire insurance policy, which is con- 
siderably cheaper than a separate 
policy giving the same protection. 
The extended coverage can be for 
the full amount of the fire insur- 
ance, or for any smaller amount. 

You also have a different type 
of risk as a householder and prop- 
erty owner—that of personal lia- 
bility. If your dog were to bite the 
postman, the courts would prob- 
ably hold you responsible as the 
dog’s owner. If, moreover, one of 
the front steps were to break and 
the postman or some other person 
having reasonable business on the 
premises were to have a leg broken 
in this mishap, the courts would 
probably hold you responsible as 
the property owner. Or if the 
laundress were to be injured by 
the wringer, you would probably 
be held responsible as her employ- 
er. However, it would be the same 
“you” in each of these cases, and 
serious it 
might take your full equity in the 
house to pay the judgment.

which will be fully justified and 
rewarded by making meals occa- 
sions not merely for reflection but 
for relaxation as well. 

Like all true artists, the great 
gastronomes are born. No amount 
of training will make into a singer, 
poet, or gastronome the man or 
woman not blessed with an artistic 
sense at birth. The seed must be 
there to grow into the really great 
talent. 

There are many people, however. 
who, while lacking the artistic 
sense necessary to become great 
gastronomes, have the potential 
to increase greatly their apprecia- 
tion of foods. Their seed of appre- 
ciation and judgment has been 
choked by weeds or failed to ger- 
minate due to lack of moisture or 
too much of it—that is, by dire 
poverty or too much riches. Or per- 
haps while their seed germinated, 
the tender plant of artistic sensi- 
bility did not get the care, protec- 
tion, and training necessary to 
develop it. 

Training and practice are most 
important in learning the appre- 
ciation of good foods. For there 
are but small differences between 
the poor and the good, and only the 
minutest shades of difference be- 
tween the good and the great. 
These minute differences can be 
appreciated only through constant 
practice. 

Steady training in discrimination 
about food and drink serves a 
double purpose: It improves the 
delicate perception necessary in 
gastronomy, and it provides the ab- 
solutely necessary audience which 
chefs in the kitchen must have. 
Chefs are like actors. They cannot 
wait too long for applause. The 
applause must be immediate. spon- 
taneous, and genuine if the chef 
is to give his best performance. 


HERE are more good cooks in 

France than anywhere else be- 
cause France has more gastronomes. 
poor as well as wealthy, who take an 
intelligent interest in what they 
eat. Their appreciation is articu- 
late. In the humblest French home. 
where there has never been a paid 
cook, if mother forgets the salt in 
the soup or puts in too much, there 
is pandemonium. All protest loud- 
ly, and mother would prefer it that 
way to her brood’s making no more 
fuss than a litter of puppies at 
feeding time. 

The late Prosper Montagné, one 
of France’s greatest chefs, remem- 
bered his father putting up the 
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shutters of his drapery shop 
Carcassonne with the notice “Fer 
pour cause de Cassoulet’ wheney 
that happened to be the main dik 
for lunch, one which he intendeé 
to enjoy at leisure. This could n 
have happened in America whe 
business comes first and where d¢ 
lars must be piled on dollars. 

Too many rich men, who ha 
never had time nor the inclinati¢ 
to take an intelligent interest 
their food, find a day when th 
can buy practically anything 
cept a good digestion and t 
happy disposition that waits up 
a good digestion. It is my since 
conviction that the sum total 
human happiness throughout t 
United States would be mu 
greater if gastronomy might 
even a moderate measure of ge 
eral recognition. 


OO often the name of gastro 

my is linked with the idea of gre| 
or even gluttony. Yet gastronor 
has nothing in common with 
cess. On the contrary, it teach

We may ha 
to give up more time to it, 
believe me, it is worth it.

tions is that our meals shall be fun 
as well as fuel, it is imperative 
to find out from the beginning what 
suits us best. We need not bother 
our heads for one moment about 
calories and vitamins. We are not 
guinea-pigs, but nerve-geared hu- 
man beings, creatures of habits and 
of moods, and the more intelligent 
among us are usually the more un- 
reasonable. The food that will 
look, smell, and taste good to us, 
the food that we will eat with real 
pleasure and gusto, that is the food 
that is best for us, be it fish, flesh, 
or green apples. 

Gastronomes are, above all, in- 
dividualists, but they conform nev- 
ertheless to certain general rules 
which have been accepted by all 
people of taste and experience. 
Thus it is the rule to serve appetiz- 
ing foods, lighter in consistency 
and sharper of taste than others, 
at the beginning of a meal, leading 
up to the more substantial food of 
the main course. Then follows 
something light and tasty, cold and 
sweet to make a pleasant finish. 

We begin with the “forefare” 
which is like the foreword of a 
book: It prepares us for what is 
to come, hence it must not be too 
long, too prosy or heavy to dull 
our interest or appetite.

Like- 
if you have a steam heating 
t you may want to have insur- 
against boiler explosion, but 
houseowners do. The explo- 
risk of an ordinary low-pres- 
steam boiler is slight, although 


such explosions are not unknown. 
The explosion risk for a hot-water 
boiler is included with your ex- 
tended coverage. 

The policies on the house itself 
do not protect your furniture, port- 
able appliances, clothing, and other 
personal property. Your risk on 
these is, of course, no different as 
a homeowner from what it would 
be as a tenant, so that insurance 
on them doesn’t belong in your 
home ownership accounts. It does 
deserve your careful attention, 
however. Few families can _ lose 
their furniture, clothing, and other 
personal property without severe 
hardship, and those without insur- 
ance are risking such loss. This 
property can be included in the 
same policy as the house, but must 
be specified separately, with an 
amount stated for the house insur- 
ance, and another stated for fur- 
nishings and for personal property. 

Don’t make the mistake of think- 
ing that insurance on the house 
proper includes insurance on the 
contents; it doesn’t.

N THE illustration used so far in 

this series of articles, the cost of 
the property was $18,500 and an- 
other $320 was spent for initial 
repairs—a total of $18,820.

If 
you have more than is necessary, 
you are paying for protection which 
does not exist, because the insur- 
ance company will not pay more 
than the reasonable value or the 
replacement cost of the house. The 
imsutance company is protecting 
you against loss, and not in any 
sense betting that loss 
occur;

pairing or replacing the damage; 
even though you had a policy for 
$100,000 or more. 

The amount of your insurance is 
also affected by existing mortgages. 
Any lender will require that the 
mortgaged property be insured, or- 
dinarily up to the full amount of 
the mortgage, and that the insur- 
ance policies definitely be assigned 
to him. 

In the illustrative case the two 
mortgages were greater than the in- 
surable value, and the mortgage 
holders accepted assignment of the 
policy on that basis.

Success in all contrasts is largely 
a matter of proportion.

When flowers from roadside or 
kitchen garden consort with flower 
aristocrats, proportion is impor- 
tant, too. If they’re getting on well

ut there’s another quality to 

look for. Ask yourself if there 
isn’t some attribute that they may 
have in common which makes them 
so harmonious. Do they share the 
same color, or the same quality of 
kine, or the same texture, or per- 
haps some more subtle relationship 
which you will discover if you 
really look for it? 

In one arrangement of mixed 
flowers I remember, there was a 
repetition of slight but skillfully 
managed accents of lavender and 
purple that gave character to the 
whole group. There were bronze 
streaks on the regal lilies, and 
flecks of lavender in the centers of 
the gladioli. There was a shadow 
of the same color in petunia White 
Cloud, and a deeper note in the 
wine-colored stems and bronze ten- 
drils of Cobaea scandens. Wild 
pokeberry and acidanthera gave 
still more accents of deep purple. 

In one arrangement of white 
flowers it was not simply that the 
flowers were all white that made 
them go together. Form was the 
real basis of the association. Three 
types of trumpet-shaped flowers, in 
three sizes (proportion again), 
were used: petunias, nicotiana, and 
datura, making a relationship that 
was altogether charming. 

Texture is often a clue to har- 
mony. The round, satiny leaves and 
the delicacy of the bronzy new 
leaves and tendrils make common 
catbriar quite worthy to associate 
with auratum lilies and many an- 
other fine garden aristocrat.

sion Shop and the Blue Door at 
Taos sieve merchandise from the 
entire valley, so that you can liter- 
ally shop the area, past and pres- 
ent, in a few hours and without 
walking more than a few blocks. 

At both Santa Fe and Taos the 
artists assemble their works for 
you to enjoy or buy or both at the 
State Art Museum, the Santa Fe 
Art Gallery, and at private galler- 
ies like La Galeria Estondida at 
Taos. Here you can buy paintings 
for $3 or $300, and while you are 
in the mood order framed 
at the Frame Shop or The Kiva.

VEN if, in spite of this article, 

you have been so careless as to 
come away without measurements, 
you are not necessarily lost. At the 
State Museum you may be able to 
arrange to have a picture sent 
home for a tryout over your very 
own fireplace. You can even get 
something of Santa Fe into your 
life without ever leaving home at 
all. Many merchants take orders 
for Spanish and ranch-type furni- 
ture, Mexican  tinware, hand- 
woven fabrics. And Tony Reyna, 
P.O. Box 892, Taos, will, given six 
weeks and a pattern of your foot, 
send you fantastically wonderful 
beaded moccasins for about $50. 

But these are mere short cuts. It 
takes time to savor this enchanted 
land to the full. Many who came 
for a quick once-over are still 
there, still savoring. 

So. if you possibly can, dig in 
and stay a while. Headquarters, of 
course, will be in or around either 
Santa Fe or Taos. La Fonda, where 
the road ends but all activities 
seemingly start, is the name hotel 
in Santa Fe. Patterned after a 
pueblo adobe, served by Fred Har- 
vey, with a patio, fireside music, 
and a different collection of Indian 
art in each room—all at $4 a day 
and up—La Fonda requests reser- 
vations very much in advance, es- 
pecially between May and Decem- 
ber, and may subject you to a 
three-day limit any time. On a 
quiet street near but off the Plaza 
is La Posada Inn, a real Spanish 
hacienda modernized into rooms, 
suites, apartments—minimum $3.50.

And of course you will want to 
visit other pueblos, at least eight 
of which are included in the usual 
tours and easy enough to reach on 
your own. Especially if you hope 
to take home something special in 
the way of pottery, you will want 
to visit all of them possible. 

To the casual eye, one Indian 
pueblo may look much like an- 
other; the same adobes set like 
caramels in the sun, the same lad- 
der lacework, kivas, baking ovens, 
identical bright red chili pepper 
strings. But there are differences 
which may mean much to you as a 
shopper. At Taos and Picuris, for 
instance, the Pueblo has borrowed 
from the Plains Indian. You see it 
in the Taos Indian’s braided hair. 
in the unpainted, utilitarian pot- 
tery characteristic of both, and in 
the beadwork with which the 
Pueblo politely tries to live upto 
what the tourist expects of all 
Indians. 


ARTHER south, however, toward 
Peace Fe and below it, the pottery 
is more dramatic. Most famous is 
that of San Ildefonso, where Maria 
Martinez has achieved world fame 
with all-black vessels on which the 
only decoration is the contrast be- 
tween polish and matte. 

Here also, as at Santa Clara and 
San Juan, you'll find Justrous black 
and red pottery of great beauty. 
Santo Domingo and Cochiti spe- 
cialize in bold black geometrics on 
Pueblo 


comparatively soft and porous, but 


creamy buff. pottery is 
you can tell a well-fired piece by 
the clear ringing sound when you 
tap it. In good pottery the colors 
are painted on before the piece is 
fired. Colors painted on after fir- 
ing, like the brilliant blues, greens, 
and purples you sometimes see at 
Tesuque, are all too often made for 
the tourist who isn’t supposed to 
know that they soon rub off. 
Many of the rugs, all of the dec- 
orative baskets, and some of the 
pottery and jewelry for sale in Rio 
Grande Valley shops are imports.

It so hap- 
pens that the very hardest mattress, 
stuffed entirely with hair, tends to 
cost the manufacturer more than 
a softer innerspring mattress. Your 
choice depends more upon how 
you are put together rather than 
how the mattress is put together. 
So you won’t get your extra 
money’s worth of comfort out of a 
hard bed if you’re a soft bed person. 

If you want top performance in 
whatever type of mattress you 
choose, look for quality and be 
willing to pay for it. For example, 
a top-grade all-hair mattress (with- 
out innersprings) costs $100 and 
up; so a $60 one won't be strong 
on quality. On the other hand, a 
felt-upholstered innerspring at $60 
can be a fine investment because 
it will be one of the best of its 
kind.

Let Your Mattress Fit 
Your Constitutional Type 


Before you think about details of 
construction or relative values, you 
should decide how firm and how 
big each bed should be. What’s a 
good bed for you may not be the 
best for Junior. And please remem- 
ber that twin beds needn’t have 
twin springs and mattresses. 
From the health standpoint, the 
most important decision you have 
to make is whether firm or soft 
bedding should feather your nest. 
Medium-firm sleeping surfaces, of- 
fered by the average innerspring or 
foam latex mattresses, are the most 
popular, but not necessarily the 
best for you. Orthopedists usually 


recommend firm ones. If you 
should have any trouble with your 
back, extra firmness is usually 


ordered. To achieve this, the bed- 
ding industry has thought up a lot 
of improvements over the make- 
shift bedboard. An all-hair mattress 
usually does the trick, but if you 
want the resilience of springs along 
with your support, there are extra- 
firm innersprings made for just this 
purpose. 

If youre in doubt about the firm- 
soft question, ask your physician 
who may know things about you 
that make his advice on bedding 
useful. And 
clues from studying your physical

Pick a Bed That’s Big Enough 


The question of size is easy to 
answer. Few of us are disturbed by 
having too big a bed, but many of 
us lose sleep without knowing it 
because our beds are too small. 

Your bed should be at least six 
inches longer than you are. Our 
bedding was standardized in the 
1920's at 7414 but we 
Americans hayen’t stopped short at 
5 feet. 84 inches. Because we are 
getting taller and taller, many of

us need longer-than-standard beds. 
Most bedding stores carry extra- 
Jong bedding (78 to 81 inches) at 
no extra charge, and most manu- 
facturers will furnish added length

should sleep in a narrow bed since

the average person turns around 20 
to 45 times during the night. Al- 
most everybody needs, and is en- 
titled to, own 39 inches of

Single beds are only 36 inches 
wide or narrower. They’re all right 
if you’re the type who sleeps quiet- 
ly, curled up in one position and 
tightly tucked in. But most of us 
don’t. If you like the looks of a 
narrow bed in a dual-purpose room, 
buy a 39-inch width and narrow it 
down visually by bolsters and other 
devices.

Awnings: investment in comfort—or mere show? If your 
house needs additional weather control, awnings will often do 
the trick. And. if you use them wisely, they ll be a handsome 
addition to your housé. But they can become downright vulgar, 
if poorly chosen or poorly placed. So decide, first, just what 
sort of control you need and where. This means studying the 
orientation of your house with respect to the sun and the pre- 
vailing breeze, and will largely dictate what type of awning 
you should buy. 

Remember that the rays of direct sunshine will be objec- 
tionable in July but wonderful on a bitter February day. On 
the other hand, glare is always bad, especially when in con- 
trast to a dimly-lighted interior. And, however you control 
light, be sure you don’t trap hot air in the process. Always 
look for ventilation of some kind in any good awning. 


MATERIALS 
Cotton canvas awnings are flexible, light in weight, easily 
manipulated and moved. Their efficiency actually increases as 
the sun gets hotter through the afternoon. You can get them 
in natural color (nice with redwood-and-stone), or in gay solid 
colors and stripes—either yarn-dyed or painted. Where colors 
are woven in, both sides are alike. Light diffused through the 
open pores of dyed canvas gives it a unique, luminous quality. 
Paint makes the cloth opaque, but serves to protect it against 
weathering. Canvas can be flame-proofed chemically (ever 
tossed a cigarette out of an upstairs window? ), and some types 
are chemically treated to resist mildew, fungi, etc. (For use 
where such problems are great. a plastic-finished fiberglas 































‘oth is on the market, but it costs almost twice as much as 
est grade canvas and shouldn’t be used for folding awnings.) 
icidentally, watch out for mildew around spruces, junipers, 
d flowers of high pollen content. 

Some awning dealers provide year-round service: in the 
‘ll, they take your awnings down, inspect them, make repairs 
‘necessary, and store them in dust-free wrappers until spring. 
Spring, by the way, is a good time to select and order your 
nings—usually you'll find special pre-season rates.) Buy 
andard goods whenever possible, for easy duplication in the 
ture. Needless to say, good workmanship, such as double 
itching and reinforced corners, is worth its cost. To give 
yur canvas awnings longer life, keep them clean (hose off 
ment dust, tree drippings, etc. from time to time), and don’t

If you’re like the vast majority, 
youll probably want an inner- 
spring mattress (which is a sand- 
wich of wire coils placed between 
layers of upholstery and covered 
with ticking).

But the number of coils alone 
does not necessarily insure greater 
comfort or better wear. These fac- 
tors depend upon variables like 
the tempering of the wire (the 
higher the better), the design of 
the coils (the more turns the bet- 
ter), and the soundness of their an- 
choring. In many well-designed 
mattresses, coils of several sizes are 
used to reinforce the parts that 
get the most strain. 

Upholstery or “filler” for inner- 
springs: This comes right under 
the ticking and, in quality mat- 
tresses, it may be fine cotton felted 
into layers, hair, lamb’s wool, a 
combination of these, or a solid 
piece of foam latex. Innersprings 
felted

different to sleep on and why they 
behave differently from the point 
of view of wear and care, you have 
to know a little of how they are 
made. 

They are 85 per cent air, and 
their insides are nothing but a 
single large slab of resilient latex 
which looks like a flat, overgrown 
angel cake. They are made from 
pure liquid latex which is whipped 
full of air, baked in a mold, then 
covered with ticking. And that is 
all there is to them. 

In general, the foam rubber mat- 
tresses now on the market fall into 
the medium-firm class, but because 
they have the springiness of rub- 
ber, you can’t compare their firm- 
ness to that of other mattresses. 
Sleeping on them is a totally new 
sensation, something like floating 
in Great Salt Lake. They are like 
soft mattresses in that they yield 
to your weight. But they are also 
like firm mattresses in their ability 
to buoy you up and keep your 
spinal column straight. That’s be- 
cause the air in them makes them 
surround you as no other type of 
mattress can. Another comfort fea- 
ture is the fact that there are 
no tufts since the insides are all 
in one piece and don’t need the 
anchoring devices which account 
for the tufting and quilting on 
other mattresses. 

As to their behavior, one of their 
great advantages is ease of han- 
dling. They don’t need turning be- 
cause their insides can’t mat down 
and there are no springs which 
need resting. But if you’re the type 
who likes to turn mattresses any- 
how, a wisp of a girl can flop one 
over easily if she has a mind to, 
since they are so light. They ven- 
tilate themselves, and so are rela- 
tively dust free—a boon to allergy 
victims. And they won't support 
insect life, either. We are told that 
you can wash them if you want to, 
and hospitals sterilize theirs at 
regular intervals. 

Unusually long life is another 
virtue their manufacturers claim 
for them. Those that were put to 
domestic use ten years ago, when 
foam latex bedding was introduced, 
are said to still be in their first 
youth. They’re too new an item for 
us to know just how long they will 
last, but we do know that the ones 
in hospitals, which are subjected 
to constant abuse, stand up very 
well, and Pullman sleepers have 
been using them for years. 

We can tell you that they don’t 
have the odor you associate with 
other rubber products because they 















































are made differently (the unp 
ant smell of a rubber boot or 
ber tire comes from chemicals 
in their manufacture, not fro 
rubber itself). And they 
sweat like rubber sheets or 
water bottles because they 
millions of air cells that “breat 
while sheet rubber has none.

How to Buy a Spring

Tickings should be closely woven 
to keep feathers and down from 
poking through. However, no tick- 
ing is really down- or feather-proof 
because, if it were, the pillow would 
be airtight and too stiff for com- 
fort. Eight-ounce striped or warp 
sateen ticking is recommended, al- 
though for very soft pillows a 
linen-like, finely woven cotton is 
used. Some tickings have zippers 
so you can take them off for 
laundering. 

A number of novelties have been 
designed to add to your comfort. 
There are shaped pillows, cut out 
to fit around your neck like a col- 
lar, and pillows designed to slope 
gradually from the top to the bot- 
tom where your shoulders and the 
pillow meet. 

For anyone with an allergy, in- 
vestigate Fiberglas tickings and 
Fiberglas fillings which are fire- 
proof, won't absorb moisture or 
dust, and can be washed. And try 
the plastic pillows which you blow 
up like balloons. Foam latex pil- 
lows, also easy to wash, are another 
answer to allergy sufferers. 

Want a very firm pillow? You 
can buy one filled with hair and 
equipped with a zipper opening 
which permits you to fluff up the 
hair when it becomes matted. 

All pillows have labels which 
tell you what the filler material is.

THE MAN 
BEHIND THE HOE 


A FRIEND RECENTLY ASKED ME what farm- 
ers on a local truck garden district were doing 
with “row after row of little white sailors’ caps.” 
Actually each was a paper hat, Hotkap by name, 
helping a plant off to an early start by trapping 
solar heat and furnishing wind protection. 
Tomato, pepper, and eggplant are among the 
vegetable plants you can set out extra early with 
Hotkap protection. 


EARLY SEEDED HILLS OF CORN, cucum- 
bers, and melons covered with Hotkaps right 
after planting will benefit from the warmer soil 
because warmth is necessary for germination. 
[ have covered even hills of beans and picked 
them ten days earlier because of the quick start. 
Provide ventilation and avoid overheating by slit- 
ting the cap on the south side as soon as the 


seedlings come through the ground. 


ANOTHER GOOD WAY TO PUSH the melon 
and cucumber season ahead is to start your 
plants in pots indoors and then transplant with- 
out disturbing the soil. Careful handling is essen- 
tial as these vegetables won’t withstand the shock 
of ordinary transplanting. Here in southern 
Michigan I have found it best to start about 
May 10th (only three weeks before I plan to set 
in my garden).

to start off after setting.

avoir vivre seems to evoke pictures of haughty, expen- 

sive-looking people eating mushrooms under glass or 
calling the sommelier to complain about the vintage, but 
actually you can push a grocery buggy in the supermarket, 
do your own laundry, be your own gardener, and still have 
savoir vivre. Because all it really means is “knowing how to 
live,” and fortunately for the race, anyone can acquire it. 

It is a state of self-confidence you achieve after you have 
studiously made it your business to sample a reasonable 
assortment of this world’s best sounds, sights, tastes, and 
textures, inquired into its best thoughts, and then decided 
which are for you.

().. of the myths of modern living is that the social 
season occurs in the winter.

ntertaining for large parties of week-enders can be a 
burden and a strain on house, staff, guests, and hosts unless 
a relaxed but efficient routine can be worked out. The 
greatest problem is feeding guests who have built up gargan- 
tuan appetites from swimming, boating, walking, or just 
sitting inhaling the good week-end air. 

The Emmett McCormacks, of shipping fame, who have a 
holiday house spread out on a cove of Long Island’s North 
Shore, have solved the problem of making their friends 
happy and keeping entertaining pleasant and seemingly 
effortless. The pictures on these four pages show how the 
system works. 

One of the secrets of their success is the sound planning 
that produced many places for the serving of meals. There 
are at least seven places where they can be served. not 
counting the sun deck at the water’s edge where sandwiches 
and beverages make a frequent appearance.

ie I was in the fifth grade I exhibited so morbid a lack 
of curiosity about the French and Indian Wars that I was taken 
to Canada the following summer—to meet Wolfe and Montcalm 
on their own grounds.

(ie is no magic way to bigger, brighter plants 
and no cure-all for garden troubles. Done when the soil 
is too wet—or too dry—it is a quick way to ruin a soil. 
And cultivating during the growing season usually rips off 
some of the roots of the plants (sketch above) that you are 
so earnestly trying to grow. 

Why then is cultivating the one thing that just about every 
gardener does? And does so often with so much effort? Ob- 
viously, to loosen the soil. But what is so good about loose 
soil? Four answers are commonly given. But let’s look at 
them. You'll find only Number 4 fits the facts. 

1. To help the roots push through the soil. But roots can 
readily crack huge boulders or thick concrete. Roots seem 
quite capable of getting any place they need to go. 

2. To aerate the soil. For strictly heavy clay soils that 
puddle at the surface and “skin” over after a rain, this is a 
laudable purpose. But a mulch of peat, leaves, straw, Terra- 
lite, or Topper on the surface of the soil would take the 
smash out of raindrops as they hit. Most soils, and all sandy 
soils, don’t puddle anyhow and therefore they need no 


attention on this score. (Continued on page 186) 
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Vs you want primarily from a garden flower is a long- 


season show of color in the right places and without fail. You 
want a splash of color that can be seen for b‘ocks around, 
and you want it in spite of the vagaries of nature and cir- 
cumstances, 

That is the kind of plant the iris is. When I went into mili- 
tary service, I had 421 varieties of iris in my garden. My wife 
had time to cultivate them only twice a year. The weeds grew 
up among them three feet high. When I came back three years 
later [ still had 418 varieties growing lustily. That is how iris 
can take it! They are hardy, floriferous, undemanding, require 
no winter protection. Even in the most northern sections of the 
country (after their first year), they can easily stand 20 degrees 


below zero for long periods of time without danger of injury.

hy confine your roses to little beds set apart from the 
rest of your garden? Today there are roses that don’t have 
to be babied. They don’t need the constant pampering that 
takes all the fun out of gardening. So use your roses any place 
you want a colorful show. Make them a part of the sound 
architectural planning that gives your garden a year-round 
structural pattern. 

There is nothing conventional about the ways roses are used 
in the gardens on the opposite page. Yet the owners do less 
work in caring for them than if they put up with separate 
beds of plants. Why? Simply a matter of giving the plants 
more room than usual. Roses in beds usually are crowded 
together to make a show, so are bothered more by bugs 
and diseases. 

But which kinds of roses should you grow? Better have some 
hybrid teas. They make the biggest, showiest flowers to cut 
and bring into the office to do a bit of bragging about. Then if 
you want more flowers and little or no more work, rely heavily 
on floribundas and climbers. The blooms won’t be as big, but 
you can talk about how many roses you get on each plant. 
And in your shrub border, plant at least one of the leathery- 
leaved rugosa roses, also a Father Hugo rose—pale yellow and 
one of the first roses to bloom in the spring. To pep up the 
color in the front row of your shrub border, use a few 


polyantha roses, remembering to leave enough room between 





them and your shrubs so that their roots won’t be crowded or

Interest and variety come from the type of paving materials 
and in the pattern of the material used.

Various other materials can be used to good effect such | 
as selected colored pebbles, granite and marble chips, 
crushed brick, or any of the various materials available 
in your own locality. 

Where materials are too expensive to use throughout 
the entire depth of the concrete slab, pour it in two sec- 
tions, making a sub-slab of approximately three inches, 
then pouring the balance containing the surface material 


that you desire. 


How to lay washed-concrete paving: 


1. Level ground and install redwood in a 2 x 4 pattern as 
here. Stakes should be left well below the surface. Long 
spikes, driven so they project through the wood, will bind it to 
the concrete and overcome any tendency of the wood to warp. 


2. On heavy clay soils, take the added precaution of putting 
3 or 4 inches of crushed rock or cinders under the slab to pre- 
vent heaving. Then pour 31% to 4 inches of concrete and level 
even with the divider strips. Allow the concrete to harden 
until it is firm. This will usually take two or three hours on 
warm days but may take overnight in cool weather. 

3. By applying water and using a stiff brush the gravel in the 
concrete (aggregate) can be exposed to any depth desired. 
The concrete should be gone over carefully to get an even 
distribution of pebbles. 

4. The finished surface looks like this. Remember, normal 
concrete mix has some larger stones, so specify maximum size

There is no recipe for it even in 
my homeliest kitchen manuals, in 
their generally revolting _ lists 
under such titles as “Feeding the 
Sick” and “Invalid Recipes.” It is, 
in other words, an instinctive pal- 
liative, something like boiled water. 
But since some human beings may, 
by dire oversight, have missed the 
ministrations of their  grand- 
mothers, or of such a great hulk of 
a woman as cared once for me 
when I was low in body, I shall 
print an approximation of the rule, 
to be adapted naturally to the 
relative strength or weakness of 
the person to imbibe it. 


Milk Toast For the Ill. Weak, 
Old, Very Young, or Weary 


1 pint milk, part cream if the person is 
not forbidden that 

4 slices good bread, preferably homemade 

Sweet butter, if butter is allowed 

Salt, pepper, if not a child or very ill 


Heat the milk gently to the sim- 
mering point. Meanwhile have 
ready 4 freshly toasted slices of 
bread. Butter them generously.

Heat a pretty bowl, deeper than 
wide. Break the hot buttered toast 
into it, pour the steaming but not 
boiling milk over it, sprinkle a 
very little salt and pepper on the 
top, and serve at once. 

It can be seen that compromise 
lies in every ingredient. The basis 
for the whole is toasted bread 
soaked in warm milk. The sweet 
butter, the seasoning, the cream 
upon the milk: These are sops 
indeed to the Sybarite in even the 
sickest of us, now and then. 

I have used this bland prescrip- 
tion, more than once, upon myself, 
recognizing a flicker across my 
cheekbones, a humming near my 
elbows and my knees that meant 
fatigue had crept too close to the 
fortress walls. I have found a 
warm full bowl of it, comfortably 
insecure upon my stomach in an 
early bed after a long bath, a very 
wise medicine indeed . . . and me 
but weary, not ill, weak, old—not 
very young! 


ND I remember going one night 

to a famous restaurant, the quiet, 
subtly-lighted kind. like the Cham- 
bord for instance, with a man who 
was healthier than almost anyone I 
ever met, because he had just 
emerged from months of dreadful 
illness, the quiet, subtly 
kind like duodenal cancer, for in- 
stance. He still moved cautiously, 
and spoke in a somewhat awed 
voice, and with a courteous but 
matter-of-fact apology, he ordered 
milk toast for hinting 
meanwhile of untold gastronomical 
delights for me.

himself, 


I upset him and our waiter, only 
temporarily, however. by asking 
for milk toast too, not because of 
my deep dislike of a cluttered table 
but because I suddenly wanted the 
clear, comforting feeling of the 
brew upon my tongue. 

I drank a glass of sherry, while 
an increasing flurry surrounded us. 
It took me some minutes to realize 
that probably never before in the 
fifty or so years the restaurant had 
there had anyone ordered

toast. I began to feel as if screens 
would be whisked up around us, 
like two unfortunate or indiscreet 
athletes on.a football field. There 
was a mounting air of tension 
among the waiters, who increased 
gradually in our corner of the 
room from three to about twelve. 
By the chafing 
dishes had been wheeled before us, 


time the silver 
we had three captains, all plainly

The thing began: Butter sizzling 
here, toast delicately 
there, rich milk trembling at bub-

Pesth. . . 

Helpless, a little hysterical 
under our super-genteel exteriors, 
my friend and I waited.

The three captains surged 
into action. And before we could 
really follow the intricate and ap- 
parently well-rehearsed ballet, two 
mammoth silver bowls, just like 
the nursery ones, just like the 
other ones but bigger and more 
beautiful, steamed before us, and 
we sat spooning the most ridicu- 
lously and spectacularly delicious 


milk toast either of us had eaten ~ 


in our long, full, and at times 
invalid-ish lives. 

It was a small modern miracle 
of gastronomy, certainly not worth 
having illness for, but worth pon- 
dering on, in case milk toast might 


help. . 
KNOW of no poison more effi- 


cient than mealtime scolding. no 
neater way to drive off a man than 
a shrill whim at the table. There is 
no omelet that can withstand the 
spiritual battering of a bad-tongued 
shrew. It will look delicious, cer- 
tainly—but turn to gravel between 
the teeth, no matter what its creamy 
texture or its fine ingredients. 

I know how to make scrambled 





eggs that to my mind are, quite 


frankly, 
. and they would taste like old 


the best I have ever eaten 


minced carpet and stick in my 
throat likewise, if I had to try to 
swallow them while Xanthippe 
hacked at Socrates, or anyone else 
for that matter: a son, a relative 


of either sex. I have, in public 


places, watched women suddenly 
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turn a tableful of human beings 
into scowling tigers and hyenas 
with their quiet, ferocious nagging, 
and have shuddered especially at 
the signs of pure criminality that 
then veil children’s eyes as they 
bolt their poisoned foods and flee. 

My recipe, guaranteed to gripe 
a man’s vitals if served with hate, 
and to soothe him like pansy-petals 
if set down before him with gentle 
love, varies somewhat with the sup- 
plies to hand, but is basically this, 
and as you will see it is quirky: 


Serambled Eggs 


8 fresh eggs 

1% cups rich cream (more or less) 

Salt, freshly ground pepper 

4 tablespoons grated cheese, or finely 
mineed fresh herbs, if desired 


Break eggs into cold heavy iron 
skillet, add cream, and stir gently 
until fairly well blended . . . also 
Never beat. Heat 
very slowly, stirring occasionally 


more or less. 


in large curds up from the bottom. 
Never let bubble. Add seasoning 
(and/or cheese and herbs) just 
before serving. This takes about 
half an hour... poky, but worth it. 
This concoction is obviously a 
placid one, never to be attempted 
by a nervous, harried woman, one 
anxious to slap something on the 
table and get it over with. Its very 
consistency, slow and creamy, is a 
deterrent to irritation, and if it 
were once attempted by any female 
deliberately, who planned to lean 
over it, once on the plates, and 
whang at her guests (for a lover, 
a husband, a father, or a child, is 
indeed the guest of any woman 
who prepares the food they must 
eat), I would rather 
scrambled eggs turn

fanged snakes and writhe away. I 
love this recipe for its very gentle- 
ness, and for the demands it makes 
the 


homage it deserves from its slow 


upon one’s patience, and 
tasting. 

I can suggest a good recipe for 
a shrew, to take little time, be 
very indigestible, and imply frus- 
tration, outrage, and great bore- 
dom by its general air of hardness 


and tough careless preparation: 


Scrambled Eggs (No. 2) 


4 eggs 

4 tablespoons water 
Cooking oil or fat 
Salt, pepper

without thought. Heat oil quickly 


to the smoking point in thin skillet,

Serape onto cold plates and slam 
down on carelessly Jaid table.

At last, here’s a definite plan for making 


music a part of your town’s communal life 


FRIEND of mine with a philo- 

sophic bent of mind tells me that 
it is better to be rich than sick. I 
tell you something equally pithy 
when I tell you that it is better for 
the life of your town to have a 
modest musical activity than to 
have no music at all. Everybody— 
except people who like music no 
better than Dr. Johnson did—the 
Dr. Johnson who said that of all 
noises music was the least disagree- 
able—agrees that organized mu- 
sical activity is a wonderful thing. 
Music ought to be part of a town’s 
communal life, it ought to be 
played or fiddled or tooted by the 
people of the town and their kids, 
not merely imported in a package 
postmarked New York. Everybody 
agrees that this is salutary, but 
why don’t more of us do something 
about it? 

It is not inertia alone that holds 
us back. The complexity of the 
undertaking is the first obstacle. 
“Music,” “A Music Project,’ “A 
Community Music Program’’— 
these are large and ambitious con- 
ceptions. Rather vague, too. They 
belong in the category of those 
idealistic plans which are discussed 
enthusiasm at a 


with enormous 


club meeting, but which trickle 
away—after the tea is drunk and 
the cigarettes are smoked—just 
because they are too amorphous to. 
be confined within the precise 
shape of a practical plan. 

What, then, is a feasible and 
not too ambitious musical program 
for a community? What is the first 
thing that ought to be done? What 
will do the town the most good? 
In short, where is a plan that 
makes sense? 

The American Music Conference 
has looked into these questions and 
now brings forward certain recom- 
mendations. The American Music 
Conference is a non-profit group 
organized for the purpose of 
furthering the cause of music. The 
Conference is supported by various 
branches of the music industry, 
and thus has a commercial reason 
for its existence—the manufactur- 
ers want to sell more musical in- 
struments. There is nothing wrong 
with that. At any rate, the sugges- 
tions of the Conference have the 
ring of sincerity about them. 

Their recommendation is this: 
The musical life of a community 
can best be fostered and enriched 
through the schools. Work with 
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and for your schools is work which 
is the most practical service to the 
cause of music. To be sure, it may 
not be as showy or as social an 
objective as the organizing of glos- 
sy concerts, but its rewards are 
longer-lasting, its more 
penetrating. The project is sub- 
stantially this: To raise funds and 


benefits 


enlist public co-operation so that 
your public and high schools can 
make available more and_ better 
instruction for playing instruments 
and can make it possible to let all 
children listen to music. 


TEP number one, they say, is a 

survey. Somebody (very likely 
the Parent-Teacher Association) 
should make a study of what the 
schools now offer. What is good and 
what is bad about the methods of 
teaching music? Is instrumental 


instruction available to children in 
the schools? Are lessons given by 
teachers employed by the schools 
or by private teachers working 
with the school administration? If 


so, can teaching be done in the 
schoolrooms, even if only after 
hours? Is any provision made for 
children who are not going to learn 
a musical instrument but 
ought to be guided to music, who 
ought to be 
to listen to it and to enjoy it? Who 


who 


given the opportunity 


gives such instruction? Is music 
taught by the regular classroom 
teacher in the lower grades? If 
so, is there any service available 
which would equip the teacher bet- 
ter to teach music? Is it possible to 
make concerts available to children 
at low prices? These are but a few 
questions which should be surveyed 
before embarking on any program. 
The findings of the survey should 
then be put before a general meet- 
ing. It is advisable to come to 
that meeting with preliminary rec- 
ommendations in mind. The recom- 
mendations will, of course, depend 
on the needs of the town as re- 
vealed by the survey. But the first 
object of the meeting is to form a 
Community Music Council. 

The following should be invited 
to the meeting: superintendent of 


of 


schools, officers of Parent-Teacher 


schools, supervisor music in 


Association, education or music 


committee of such groups as the 


local music club, Kiwanis, and 
Rotary, newspaper editor, radio 
station manager, private music 


teachers, and such parents as are 
interested in music, interested in 
public projects, and are good or- 
ganizers. 
After the committee is formed, a 
detailed plan must be worked out.

What to do and how to do it must 
be exactly defined. Then the Com- 
munity Music Council must dele- 
gate various phases of the work to 
people willing and able to do it. 

That is only the beginning, of 
course. The real work comes later, 
the follow-up is long. It is impos- 
sible to describe the work fully in 
a brief article. I can only bring you 
an indication of the suggestions 
which have been made by people 
who have the interest of music at 
heart. For my money there is noth- 
ing that can be done for music that 
is as important as a school pro- 
gram. We limp badly here. While 
more music is now being taught in 
schools than when you and I went 


to school, it is still not nearly © 


enough. Yet, can you think of many 
subjects from which a child can 
get more use in later life, more 
enjoyment, more practical value, 
than an early acquaintance with 
music? 


S I have intimated, any such 

program should be planned with 
a double purpose. It should not con- 
fine itself to teaching children how 
to manipulate the saxophone, but 
it should give all children, includ- 
ing untalented children and chil- 
dren who for one reason or an- 
other are not going to learn to 
play an instrument, the opportu- 
nity to hear music, to come in 
contact with symphonies, to form 
a relationship with Schubert. 

It means work, it means money 
(money for teachers, instruments, 
records, etc.), it means trouble, but 
it also means pleasure brought into 
the home and value later multi- 
plied. Or am I, too, talking like a 
vague idealist? I do not think so. 

The American Music Conference 
suggests a long-range program of 
seven objectives. Here they are: 

1. A music curriculum that starts 
in the lower grades and continues 
through high school. 

2. Opportunity for all children 
to learn to sing or play an instru- 
ment. 

3. Instrumental instruction and 
practice on school time. 
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4. Recognition of music as a 
credit course in high school. 

5. School ownership of the large 
“basic” instruments, and some less 
expensive instruments for loan or 
rental to children who cannot af- 
ford their own. 

6. Enough teachers to meet the 
needs of the program adequately. 

7. Modern equipment and aids 
for music teaching and musically 
correct rehearsal and study rooms 
(from the standpoint of size and 
acoustics). 


HEY also add a word of caution, 

rather, a small catechism of cau- 
tion: “In advocating an expanded 
school music program, do not ex- 
pect too much too soon. There are 
budgetary and policy matters to be 
considered by the board of educa- 
tion and the school administrator. 
When properly approached, the 
superintendent of schools and his 
administrative staff will appreciate 
your help in working out an ac- 
ceptable program. Urge a modest 
start, but advocate a long-term 
comprehensive plan. 

“The superintendent of schools 
is a practical man. He is respon- 
sible to the school board and the 
taxpayers for the efficient, eco- 
nomical, and effective management 
of the school system. Always alert 
to improve the school system, he- 
cannot be high-pressured. . . It is 
important to remember that the 
actual work in developing a cur- 
riculum for a balanced school mu- 
sic program must be left to the 
discretion of the school adminis- 
trator and his staff. The adminis- 
trator will look to professional or- 
ganizations, such as the Music 
Educators National Conference and 
the American Association of School 
Administrators, for technical as- 
sistance in such matters.”

a slight dash of anchovy paste or 
a small pinch of garlic powder has 
been added. When the croutons are 
crisp add them to the salad, break 
a raw egg over it, and swiftly grate 
some fresh Romano or Parmesan 
cheese into the bowl. Grate enough 
to coat the top of the salad. Add 
enough French dressing to mix, and 
toss vigorously. 

Serve the potatoes and fish on 
a platter garnished with parsley 
and pass the bowl of chive butter. 
When you are ready for dessert, 
put the frosty berries into a bow! 
and serve with small pitchers of 
honey and sour cream. 

Before going to bed, mix 2 cups 
of rolled oats with 2 cups of but- 
termilk. Cover and let stand at 
room temperature. 

Keep moving your eating places 
around, if it’s at all feasible with 
comfortable service.

police protection. Even when the 
rural type of public services may 
be satisfactory at the time of build- 
ing, the saving may be only tem- 
porary. As the growing neighbor- 
hood passes from a rural to an 
urban character, it may require a 
shift from a rural to an urban class 
of public services—sewers, water 
mains, street lighting, 
larger schools—and a change in 
the tax rate accordingly. 

In some places, periodical 
charges for certain public services, 
like water, garbage collection, or 


paving, 


sewage disposal, may be rendered 
separately from the property tax 
and on some other basis than as- 
sessed valuation. Where you would 
pay any of these as an owner but 
not as a tenant, they should be 
entered in your tax account. In the 
illustrative case, the drainage dis- 
trict tax, charged on the basis of 
10 cents a front foot, is such an 
item. 

Special assessments are also in 
the class of special charges apart 
from the property tax. These are 
most commonly levied to cover the 
cost of public improvements, such 
as street grading and paving, side- 
walks, and branch sewer and water 
lines, which are considered to be 
of primary benefit to abutting or 
near-by properties. The cost will 
be apportioned among the benefit- 
ing properties, often on a front-foot

De- 
linquent assessments are handled 
like delinquent taxes. If unpaid, 
you face a tax of the 
property.

eal estate taxes are deductible 

from income in computing the 
federal income tax: But charges for 
specific public services and for 
special assessments are not, the 
former being considered as non- 
deductible expenses and the latter 
as an investment. If, however, the 
assessment is paid in installments, 
the part of the payment represent- 
ing interest is deductible in your 
income tax, along with mortgage 
interest and any other interest that 
you pay. If you sell the property, 
assessments may be taken into ac- 
count when computing your profit 
or loss in the tax report. Any as- 
sessments you have paid, excluding 
interest or deferred payments, are 
as properly a part of the total cost 
as is the price you originally paid 


for the property.

Solving the holder problem is real- 
ly half the battle. As Louis Brom- 
field once remarked, a large flower 
arrangement is a matter of engi- 
neering and carefully planned 
architectural construction. 

Planning your arrangements and 
selecting your material should also 
be done well ahead of time. Plan- 
ning is a question of “what” and 
“where.” The second is fully as 
important as the choice of flowers. 

Condition all your flowers well, 
otherwise they won’t be worth the 
trouble of arranging. In most cases. 
a long, deep drink of water, pref- 
erably overnight, in a cool place 
out of a draft will be sufficient, but 
certain flowers require special ad- 
ditional treatment. 

Poppies, hollyhocks, and other 
flowers with thick, porous stems 
must have the ends of the stems 
burned or plunged into hot water 
before the regular conditioning. If 
you're picking flowers of this type 
in your own garden, try rubbing 
the end of the stem in the soil (as 
soon as it is cut) to keep out the air 
until the stem can be put into 


water. 
Woody stems, as in shrub 
branches, should be bruised or 


split on the ends before condition- 
ing. Most decorative foliage should 
be actually submerged for several 
hours before it is used. The broad 
leaves of calla lilies, for example. 
need this treatment. as do caladium 
and coleus leaves and many others. 
A few flowers can have even their 
heads dunked, particularly forget- 
me-nots, hydrangeas, and cinerarias, 
though for most blossoms, the 
heads are kept out of the water. 


HESE are only a few general 

rules. Experiment with any un- 
familiar material before using it 
for an important occasion. Time 
spent on proper conditioning saves 
time and disappointment later on, 
not to mention the loss of expen- 
sive flowers. 


It pays to buy two or three of the |

Books, lamps, 
pictures, cigarette boxes, ash trays, 
and other accessories which we 
deem necessary for contemporary 
living make detail in a flower ar- 
rangement at home far less desir- 
able than at the flower show. 


ON’T get involved with too many 

colors. Select one color which is 
an accent somewhere in your living 
room décor and use this predomi- 
nantly for your flowers, adding 
other colors only as incidentals, if 
at all. Mixed summer flowers, all in 
shades of one color, have the charm 
of variety when examined closely 
yet “count” at a distance as a sin- | 
gle, effective unit. 

Such an arrangement takes less 
time to make because you can con- | 
centrate chiefly upon structure and | 
silhouette. It offers more in terms 
of decoration than a 
rangement of many colors, no mat- | 
ter how well they may be chosen

For a June wedding, if you make 
of all-white 
material, try varying the quality of 


many arrangements

we're much too ignorant when it 
comes to the pipes and tubes of 
our home plumbing. 

And grease is a peculiar sub- 
stance. It’s not at all co-operative 
like other food remains that move 
right along with the drain water 
to sewer main or septic tank. In- 
stead, a lot of it sticks inside the 
pipes and solidifies, finally chok- 
ing them up completely. Then we 
reach for a “‘plumber’s friend,” as 
those rubber suction cups on sticks 
are called, or a bent wire. Or we 
try a caustic-based drain cleaner 
(thus eating out the pipes as well 
as the grease) in an effort to get 
the system working again. If these 
fail, we have to call in a plumber 
to ream out the pipes with his 
complicated “snake” which, theo- 
retically at least, removes most of 
the accumulation of grease. But ac- 
tually none of these methods works 
permanently. None, of course, will 
prevent new waste grease from 
stopping up the pipes and causing 
trouble all over again. 


N OLD houses, in the 

plumbing is a source of constant 
annoyance and expense. In new 
ones, it cuts plumbing efficiency 
and causes costly repairs much 
sooner than if grease were kept 
out in the first place. And if you 
live in the couniry, the problem 
becomes much more pressing. 
Then your kitchen dis- 
charge into your own septic tank 
(or cesspool) instead of a munici- 
pal sewer line. Grease heads right 
for the pipes and chambers of the 
tank and settles there. You then 
face the painful necessity of hay- 
ing the tank cleaned out much

Under the sink 
it’s invisible yet easy to get at 
and take care of; in the basement 
it's usually left exposed, and is 
equally easy to clean. Modern units 
of the best design remove over 90 
per cent of the grease from sink 
waste, and thus cure once and for 
all the old misery of the clogged 
drain.

Worst of all, in a way, is greas¢ 
in the public system that eventu 
ally sneaks through the sewage 
plant.

Before discussing varieties with 
which to paint your living canvas 
of color, what criteria should we 
use in selecting a good iris? We 
mean by a good iris, first of all, a 
hardy iris, one that takes hold of 
the soil it is planted in and blooms 
in profusion for at least two or 
three weeks every year. It should 
increase two- to five-fold a year, 
should have a sturdy, well-branched 
stalk that ean stand up to a thirty- 
nile wind without tumbling over, 
and should have seven to thirteen 
blossoms on a stalk, opening from 
tliree to five at a time. These should 
be of heavy substance, bright, clear 
color, with well-arched standards 
and semi-flaring falls, and perhaps 
a bit of ruffling for added grace.

Lift old iris clump gently and wash away the soil so that you 
can see where to divide the rhizomes. Iris left to grow 
in tight mats usually produce only small flowers. 





Cut the rhizome into pieces like these. Be sure that each 
piece retains a vigorous fan of leaves. The small rootlets 
can be snipped back half way for convenience in planting.

a drastic decrease in the number 
of badly bitten children reporting 
for medical treatment after the 
town was fogged. 

The first step, as a taxpayer, is 
to let your city fathers know you 
expect action now that an effective 
inexpensive way is open to them. 
Point out that the costs ($1 to $5 
per person for a whole summer’s 
campaign) will be repaid many 
times in the better health of the 
citizens, increased business, raised 
real estate values—and less com- 
plaining about paying taxes. In 
mosquito-control-conscious New 
Jersey, citizens actually squawk if 
they don’t think enough of their 
tax money is being spent to kill 
mosquitoes. Fly and mosquito con- 
trol is one type of expenditure 
that citizens rarely beef about. 

Most cities already have the nec- 
essary equipment—small 
trucks—to transport foggers and 
sprayers around. They also have, 
in their Fire Departments, a large 
amount of available manpower. 
Boone, Iowa, for example, mounted 
its crimson bug-killing equipment 
on red fire department trucks last
